KENYA, ETHIOPLA ISSUE JOINT COMMUNIQUE RAPPING SOMALIA

KENYA and Ethiopia have condemned Somalia for “subversive 
activities” along the borders. 

In a joint communique, signed in Nairobi on Saturday and released 
simultaneously in Nairobi and Addis Ababa yesterday, the two coun. 
tries unreservedly condemned continued territorial claims over parts ot 
their territories by the regime in Somalia, which, they said, had been 
‘responsible for instability and the threat to peace in the region” 

Kenya and Ethiopia reiterated their commitment to protect and 
safeguard every inch of their respective territories in conformity with. 
the princi of the Organisation of African Unity and the Treaty of 
Amity Co-operation signed by President Moi and Ethiopian leader 
Mengistu Haile Mariam when Mr. Moi made a State visit to Ethiopia 
in January last year. 

Both countries have called on all other nations to stop arming 
Somalia and war.ed that such behaviour would be considered hostile 
both to Kenya and Ethiopia. 

It would, they say, encourage “the expansionist Mogadishu regime 

_. tocommit further aggression in the Horn of Africa”.

the end of the 28th 
Kenya/Ethiopia Joint Inter- 


Ministerial ultative Com- 
mittee meeting held in Kenya 
last week. 


The Ethiopian delegation of 24 
was led by Foreign Minister 
Feleke G. Giorgis, the Kenyan 
team was led by Foreign 
Minister Dr. Robert Ouko. 


The two teams called on all 
countries within the region to 
promote good neighbourliness 
and co-operation to improve the 
peuple’s living conditions.

NIGERIA OFFERS AGRICULTURAL ASSTSTANCE TO ANGO'A

(Text! On Thursday, the People's Republic of Angola signed a protoco! with 
the LITA (Internatdonal Institute of Tropical Agriculture) of Nigeria, at 
the end of a visit to our country by an IITA delegation. 


Signed by Eng Pedro Kanga, of the Ministry of Agriculture, and B. Okigbo, 
assistant director general of the IITA, the protocol calls for tae IITA to 
provide our country with infrastructures and human resources. 


The accord, signed following discussions between the Nigerian delegation and 
Comrade Pedro Pacavira, minister of agriculture, will make it possibie for 
Angolan young people to go to Nigeria to study topics related to roots and 
tubers. The accord will go into effect this April. 


The Nigerian IITA delegation left Luanda day before yesterday, after 6 days 
in Angola, where it had the opportunity to study issues pertaining to the 
cultivation of corn, soybeans, cassava, rice and other crops. 


The Nigerian delegation also gave its attention to soil conservation and 
land management. During its stay here, the delegation visited the Institute 
for Agricultural Research in Huambo and several cooperatives in Kwanza-Norte. 


In his statement shortly before his departure, B. Okigbo said he was impressed 
by the productivity of Angola's soil, which he said “has the potential to 
produce enough to meet Angola's needs and for export, once the manpower 
problem is solved." 


Created in 1967, the IITA is an independent agency which seeks solutions for 
problems involved in replacing itinerant agriculture--the system used in 
most tropical regions--with more productive methods. The institute devotes 
itself mainly to matters related to the cultivation of cereals, tubers and 


grasses.

PORTUGAL STATES WISH FOR TIES WITH LUSOPHONE COUNTRIES 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 9 Mar 80 p 5 


(Text) Lisbon, 8 Mar--At a luncheon he gave this week for ambassadors from 
the Lusophone African countries in Lisbon, Freitas do Amaral defended the 
development and consolidation of relations between Portugal and their 
countries. Attending the luncheon were representatives of the Republic of 
Cape Verde, the People's Republic of Angola, the People's Republic of 
Mozambique, the Republic of Guinea-Bissau and the Democratic Republié of 
Sao Tome e Principe. 


When toasts were offered, Portugal's deputy prime minister and foreign 
affairs minister noted that this informal gathering had broad-ranging 
significance, since its purpose was to “express the firm commitment" of 
hie government to maintain close contact, a continuing relationship and 
fruitful dialog with these diplomati. representatives. 


The purpose of such contact, he said, was to bring the respective governments 
and peoples closer together, to bring about a speedier resolution of problems 
that might exist or come up in the development of relations between Portugal 
and these African countries. 


Amaral stressed the present government's commitment to "preserve and 
strengthen the ties" that link Portugal with these countries, based on a 
relationship between sovereign states, each with full respect for the inde- 
pendence of the other and without interference in the internal affairs of 
either party. Noting that the maintenance of good relations with these 
countries and the development and improvement of these relations were among 
the priorities in the foreign policy of the present government, Amaral said 
there was no inconsistency between Portugal's clear and firm decision to 
join the EEC and its wish to establish a broad and intensive system of 
cooperation with other countries, specifically with those represented at 
the luncheon. 


In conclusion, the Portuguese minister declared that the ambassadors who 
were there could assure their governments of this intention, as he had just 
expressed it, to maintain and improve the relations of friendship with all 
of them. In reply, and speaking for the other diplomats attending the 
luncheon, Cursino Fortes, the Cape Verdian representative, expressed his 
agreement and that of his colleagues with the views stated by Freitad do 
Amaral, adding that the Portuguese minister's message would be delivered 

to their respective governments.

“The aim 
is to speak the same langua- 
ge on regional co-operation 
in sectors that interest both 
our countries as we'l as the 
rest of the region’. 

Seychelles particular inie- 
rest lies in fishing. Dr. Fer- 
rari explained that at the 
Food and Agriculture Organi- 
sation’s February meeting of 
the |..dian Ocean Fisheries 
Commission in Australia, the 
Seychelles de'egation had 
jaid out the Republic's aims 
and achievements in fishe- 
ries. The delegation had 
pointed out that Seychelles 
had taken initiatives that had 











put it ahead of most other 
States in the region in the 
deve'opment of the fishing 
industry. This meant the 
country could be of great 
heip in regional co-operation 
in this sphere. 


While Madagascar had its 
traditional fishing well  esta- 
blished, Dr. Ferrari said, it 
was still planning a viable mo- 
dern fishing industry. “| be- 
heve that what has been done 
in Seychelles could have cer- 
tain benefits for Madagascar. 
While | am not advocating 
that Madagascar should copy 
outright what Seychelles has 
done, things of benef't to the 
Ma'agasy Republic could per- 
haps be adapted for their 
own use’, said the Minister. 


Selecting examples of the 
type of regional co-operation 
Seychelles would like to see 
in fishing, Dr. Ferrari said 
that sho..d al! the states of 
the region declare 200 mile 
Exciusive Economic Zones, 
surveillance would become a 
Herculean task as Seyche'les 
had found out. “Maybe we 
could pool our surveillance 
resources to protect all our 
fish stocks from unlicensed 
foreign fishing vesse's’ Mini- 
ter Ferrari said.

ZIMBABWE-MOZAMBIQUE TOURIST TIES ENVISAGED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 6 Mar 80 pp l, 6 


[Text/ After a 4-day stay in Mozambique, the de_egation of 
the Zimbabwe Tourist Board returned to Salisbury early yester- 
day afternoon. While it was visiting Mozambique, the group 
which is made up of tourist experts headed by the Zimbabwe 
Director of Information and Tourism, Michael Gardner, went to 
Ponta de Ouro, Ponta Malongane and Ponta Mamole, where it was 
able to find out at close range the facts and the tourist 
potential of that southern area of Maputo Province. 


The importance of the delegation's visit to Mozambique goes 
beyond mere tourist interest, since it succeeded in developing 
a political impact, which as Mario Trindade, one of the Mozam- 
bican tourist leaders, declared, exceeds all the advertise- 
ments which could be made about Mozambique. The objective 
situation which they dealt with was a very important factor 
for Mozambique. 


The head of the Zimbabwe delegation said: "We were quite im- 
pressed, The reception given us was much more than we ex- 
pected. We were in the dark when we came to Mozambique. We 
had a rather different image of your country because of the 
information we had received." 


The head of the Zimbabwe Tourist Board's delegation made it a 
point to express some remarks connected with the organiza- 
tional level of the Mozambican tourist industry. Referring 
to places visited by the delegation, Michael Gardner said: 
"You have a marvelous coast here. It is important to develop 
the features it offers you." He said later that he believed 
in increased and closer cooperation between the two countries, 


"I am sure that Mozambique and Zimbabwe will be two closely 
united countries. Their leaders have more than enough reasons 
to encourage this cooperation,” he added, 








The Zimbabwe delegation did not omit mentioning some other 
features which will especially enhance our tourism, "Many 
people thought: that all this had disappeared, That was the 
report which we had from Mozambique and we are very pleased 
when we learn, for example, that the opportunity of eating 
shellfish here on the Costa do Sol and other places such as 
Ponta do Ouro is a fact which we experienced," 


Another factor which reveals the misinformation which the 
racist regime encouragedto blacken Mozambique's image is clear 
from the confidence which one of the members of the delegation 
made to us. According to this person, the racist intelligence 
circulated information that hotels such as the Polana and tea- 
rooms such as the Scala had been completely destroyed. That 
individual declared: "We are happy to see that they not only 
exist, but at the same time, they were developed." 


Another point brought up during that delegation's stay was 
improving the quality of service provided by hotel industry 
workers, Regarding this matter, the head of the delegation 
declared that the lack of personnel in this industry was well 
known. He also said that cooperation between the two coun- 
tries in training hotel personnel could be possible.

FRONTLINE ORGANIZATION USEFULNESS WILL ENDURE 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 7 Mar 80 p 4 


[Text] Now that the Zimbabwe issue is on its way to solution, now that a 
rebel colony statute is ending with the victory of the national forces, 

a victory for continental Africa, one wonders what the future holds for the 
Frontline Countries. 


The Frontline emerged from the determination of five countries (Angola, 
Botswana, Mozambique, Tanzania and Zambia) to make south African subregional 
problems their own. Together they mapped out a strategy enabling them to 
respond to threats to peace and security in the area. 


In this context the rebel colony of Rhodesia was the primary target for 

two basic reasons--its illegal statute of independence unrecognized world- 
wide and its borders with three Frontline members--Botswana, Mozambique and 
Zambia--which were systematically attacked on the pretext of pursuing guer- 
rillas or destroying their training camps, for the most part merely camps 
for refugees fleeing from the interior of Zimbabwe where prevailing martial 
law placed their lives in jeopardy. 


We asked the minister of foreign relations of the Popular Republic of 
Mozambique, Joaquin Chissano, about this issue--the future and the outlook 

for the Frontline--when he returned recently from Lusaka where he had attended 
a Frontline ministerial meeting to analyze the performance of Governor Svames 
in midterm. 


The foreign minister replied that the Frontline might still concern itself 
with the Namibia issue, now in a crucial phase of conversations on the 
establishment of a demilitarized zone with the latter's northern neighbors, 

and that the economy of its member states should be considered in a subregional 
perspective. 


Minister Chissano said that the struggle against wnderdeveloped and the 
economic struggle are factors uniting the Frontline countries and are reasons 
why the Frontline should continue to exist, but outside the usual context. 


Frontline existence is thus justified beyond the solution of the Zimbabwe 
question even though this was the central problem discussed in its meetings 
during the difficult years (1976-1980) when Rhodesia was dying.

{ Text_/ The conference of J. C. I, Afrique, which is presently taking 
place in Tunis, arranged on Thmreday afternoon {13 March 7 for a discus~ 
sion amd debate of the very first quality: "Balance Sheet and Perspectives 
for Regional Cooperation in Africa." As this is a subject which corres- 
ponds perfectly to the theme of the conference, "Regional Economic Inte-~- 
gration," and as it was discussed, moreover, by an African specialist who 
is an mthority on the matter, Mr Mohamed T. Diawara, a meeting with the 
lecturer was necessary. By itself such an interest was fully justified 
when Mr Diawara answered in the affirmative to a question related to the

[@aestion 7 You had indicated, in the course of your lectur>, that it is 
necessary surround authority with counter-authority. Could you, Mr 
President, expand further on this idea? 


Answer /7 It is not evident that the State, with its present structure, 

s the most appropriate, universal form for the future. Our countries 
have had civilizations without States of this nature. The State, as it 
exists in our time, is good since it is in charge of security, it initiates 
development activity. However, without counter-anthorities which permit 
the individual to find himself in other structures, it risks suffocating 
him. Moreover, I do not believe that development of a drable kind is pos- 
sible without liberty. Hence the need to undertake, in Africa, the work 
of research and discoveries, 


£ @estion 7 Is it a matter of returning to African tradition and values 


to find there the most appropriate forms of government? Does the Club de 
Dakar encourage research in this sense? 
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Answer _7 The Club should encourage any African initiative. A young man 

m Cameroon, for exarple, has studied "Monetary Repression," another 
form of exploitation of the Third World, die to the depreciation of its 
currency. This is a matter, therefore, of an examination of conscience of 
this form of exploitation, At the Club de Dakar we give the young people 
the possibility of working in groups, At times we find them a job, thanks 
to the influence of the personalities who are members of the Club. 


Question_7 The Club de Dakar is a club for reflection and proposals, 
s there a gap between the proposals which the Club advocates and the meas- 
ures taken by governments? 


[ answer_7 The African goverrments are very mch aware of the usefulness of 
our Clube Moreover, most of the African countries give us subsidies which 
we receive with full independence, Tunisia, for example, since the crea-~ 
tion of the Club, has regularly given us an important subsidy, as have Se- 
negal, Gabon, the Ivory Coast, and also African and foreign enterprises, 
The Tumisian members of the Club are Mr Zaanouni (Minister of Planning) 
and Chedly Ayari (President and Director General of BADEA ~- Arab Bank for 
African Economic Development), which indicates that we can touch the 4- 
frican countries.

RESULTS OF OCBN BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 5 Feb 80 p 3 


(Article: "OCBN Board of Directors Meeting: The Cotonou-Niamey Railroad 
Is Viable] 


[Text] The OCBN [Organisation commune Benin-Niger, Benin-Niger Common 
Market] Board of Directors meeting opened yesterday morning in the confer- 
ence room of the Ministry of Public Works, Transportation and Urbanism, 
under the presidency of Minister Moussa Bako and in the presence of Leopold 
Ahoueya, Benin Minister of TranspOrtation. 


The participants will in the course of their work examine important ques 
tions having to do with the life of OCBN to ching in particular the general 
personnel statute, the budget and the extension of the railway from Parakou 
to Niamey. 


"The 1979 results,'"' declared Moussa Bako the minister, "can be considered 
to be satisfactory as concerns the traveler traffic: 116,953,373 travelers/ 
km for the first 10 months of 1979 as compared to 106,846,974 travelers/km 
for the same period in 1978. The commodity traffic, however, is not sa- 
tis actory: 114,517,595 tons/km for the first 10 months of 1979 as compared 
to 127,171,133 tons/km for the same period in 1978." 


"The catastrophic railroad accident of the PK-92,"" said Moussa Bako, "had 
certainly operated against the objectives assigned to the organization. 
But other factors external to the organization seem to have been equally 
at the root of this poor performance. There is room, it seems, for sensi- 
tizing further all those who have a say in the transportation link between 
Benin and Niger." 


"The high railroad authority," he went on, "will meet immediately after the 
Council in order to examine the results of feasability studies relating io 
the Parakou-Niamey trunk. 


"Tr, awaiting the conclusions of that examination, I can now tell you al- 


ready that the feasability study concludes that the extension of the pres- 
ent Line Cotonou-Parakou towards Niamey in passing through Dosso, which 
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for a long time has been delayed, has become what one calls a good pro- 
ject, one which is technically feasible, economically profitable, and 
financially viable." 


"The present meeting," concluded the minister, "like others will consti- 
tute an important step towards the solution of problems encountered by 
the organization and the consolidation of Niger-Benin cooperation."

ACCESS TO BENGUELA RAILWAY LINE DISCUSSED 
Lusaka TIMES OF ZAMBIA in English 1 Apr 80 p l 


[Text] Zambia will never have access to the Benguela Railway line unless 
the current problems it is experiencing are solved, Minister of Power, 
Transport and Communications, General Kingsley Chinkuli warned in Lusaka 
ysterday. 


Addressing a news conference at his office, the minister declined to dis- 
cuss the problems but said the Angolans should reveal them. 


Asked to confirm reports that UNITA insurgents, led by Jonas Savimbi, were 
still active in southern Angola and had caused the delay in reopening the 
railway line, closed since the 1975 civil war, General Chinkuli replied: 
"IT am not aware of that comrade." 


The railway covers some 2,000 km and links Zambia, Zaire and Angola. It 
was closed during clashes between MPLA, UNITA and FNLA. 


Referring to more than K20 million Western countries and the Arab Develop- 
ment Bank have pledged to offer for the reopening of the railway, General 
Chinkuli said: 


"We have gone to the international community to ask for funds. 


"Finance for phase one of the railway has been found; but, there are cer- 
tain problems which still exist on the route which make the railway unable 
to operate again. 


"Until these problems are overcome, the railway will never be available 
to us. 


General Chinkuli added that although the railway was declared open on 
April 1 last year, it would not be possible to reopen the line if the 
proble»s were not solved. 


He hit out at the SUNDAY TIMES OF ZAMBIA for its "Sunday Special" of 
March 30 about Zambia Railways in which the paper criticised the Canadian 
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management implying that it had contributed to the present problems the 
line was facing. 


Gen Chinkuli praised the role Canada was playing in the development of 
Zambia. 


"Canada has given very disinterested and generous assistance to Zambia. 


"Canada has never been a colonial power and has no colonial designs."

DOS SANTOS TO STUDENTS IN CUBA: PRESERVE OWN VALUES, TRADITIONS

[Text] For reasons beyond our control, it was impossible for us to include 
in this edition the major speech delivered by Comrade President Jose Eduar- 
do dos Santos at the “Agostinho Neto" School on the Isle of Youth, which 
will appear tomorrow and to which we call the reader's attention. 


Havana, 20 March--Addressing over 2,000 young Angolans who are studying on 
the Isle of Youth, on the day before leaving this country to return to Lu- 
anda, President Jose Eduardo dos Santos declared: "We have come to Cuba to 
reaffirm our desire to consolidate, intensify and reinforce the bonds of 
friendship, solidarity and cooperation between this country and Angola." 


On the next to last day of his stay in Cuba, Comrade Jose Eduardo dos San- 
tos visited the Isle of Youth, together with Comdr Fidel Castro, touring 
several basic secondary farm schools in which thousands of African and Ni- 
caraguan youths are studying. 


At a ceremony of friendship and solidarity held yesterday at the "Agostinho 
Neto" School, the president of the MPLA-Labor Party and of the People's Re- 
public of Angola stated that his visit fostered bilateral cooperation among 
the people, parties and governments of the two friendly nations. 


In his long message to the students, who were joined by some Mozambicans, 
Ethiopians and Nicaraguans from other schools, the head of state lauded the 
cooperation of the internationalist troops and workers, reiterating the 
presence of thousands of them in Angola, participating in defense and na- 
tional reconstruction. 


The supreme leader of the party and the state criticized the imperialist 
maneuvers aimed at creating breaks in those relations, through propaganda 
campaigns and acts of aggression committed by racist South Africa. He de- 
clared: "The People's Republic of Angola, faithful to its objectives for 
peace and its socialist option, is watchful." 
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Addressing the students, President Jose Eduardo dos Santos stated: "The com 
rades have the privilege of obtaining educational training in a friendly, 
receptive country;" adding: “Our people have the joy of seeing their chil- 
dren being trained along a path that they had not followed before." 


He went on to say: "Your presence here is the result of the same identity 
which unites Angola and Cuba in the struggle against imperialism, and is 

a living example of internationalist solidarity, despite the material dif- 
ficulties of this country." 


President Jose Eduardo dos Santos called upon the students from the four 
schools for Angolans on the Isle of Youth to apply themselves increasingly 
to their studies. He added: “It is a mission of service that has been as- 
signed to you, so that, some day, you will participate more effectively in 
the tasks of national reconstruction and the construction of socialism." 


The head of state urged them to preserve their national values, cultivating 
a study of the history of Angola and its traditional cultural manifestations; 
and he announced that a more extensive official agency would soon be created 
to back the Angoian grant-holders abroad. 


Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos also explained important aspects of national 
life, recalling that the MPLA-Labor Party designated two tasks for its mem- 
bers this year, namely, the holding of the First Special Congress, and the 
creation of the People's Assembly, which will guarantee the people's parti- 
cipation in the government's administration. He concluded by saying: "These 
two tasks dominate the entire country." 


Statements By Fidel Castro 


In response, the first secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party and president of the Council of State of Cuba, gave assurance of the 
continuity of the bonds of solidarity and cooperation between Angola and 
his country.

In a thrilling speech, the leader of the Cuban revolution described the 
visit of the Angolan presidential delegation as important, siace it rein- 
forced the bilateral relations. 


Fidel Castro began by recalling the image of the immortal guide of the An- 
golan revolution, paying moving tribute to Comrade Agostinho Neto, whose 
loss he said was a tragic blow not only to Angola, but to Cuba as well. 

He continued: “However, the Angolan people, party and government have 
managed to overcome their grief and emotion, and selected Comrade Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos to replace him." 
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The Cuban leader accused the imperialists of intending to foment provoca~- 

tion almed at the progressive countries, and attempting to destabilize the

The presidential party received a warm reception in all the schools that it 
visited on the Isle of Youth, after having traveled along with Fidel Castro 
to the old Pinos prison, where the Cuban leader had been incarcerated with 
other revolutionaries following the storming of Moncada Barracks in 1953. 


At the entrance to the "“Agostinho Neto" School, which has 600 students, and 
which was filled with students from other buildings in the vicinity, the 
head of state was greeted with lively applause. 


Conveying a message of welcome, one of the Angolan youths stated that they 
pledged to continue their studies to honor the memory ena teachings of Com- 
rade Agostinho Neto, and to close ranks around President Jose Eduardo dos 
Santos. “The party and the state have vested hopes in us," he stressed, 
voicing the intention of expanding the school activities in order to per- 
form their tasks better. 


In their message, the students expressed appreciation to the Cuban people, 
party and government for having placed at their disposal four modern farm- 
ing schools for nearly 2,000 students attending grades five to nine, and 
taking courses from both Angolan and Cuban teachers.

"However, the powerful propaganda machine in the service of the imperial- 
ists once again attempted to belie the reality of the facts.

the military reinforcement of the United States in the world, and the es- 
tablishment of new bases of aggression for a: universal counterrevolutionary 
strategy, aimed at the creation of new bases for direct intervention against 
sovereign nations. 


"The response to this situation which has been forced upon peaceful peoples 
and forces will have to be found in unity of action and backing for the na- 
tional liberation movements, in the unity and cohesion of the peoples with 

a socialist option, and in the unity and dynamic action of the Movement of 

Nonalined Nations, whose summit meeting in Cuba was crowned with great suc- 
cess.

PORTUGAL EXPRESSES WISH TO STRENGTHEN CULTURAL TIES

[Text] Although the present Portuguese government has abolished the Depart- 
ment of Cultural Relations with Lusophone Countries, this "in no way re- 
presents diminished interest" by that government in such cultural cooperation, 
the Portuguese Embassy in Luanda has explained, in response to a news item 
published in this newspaper on 24 February. 


"On the contrary," stressed the note from the Portuguese diplomatic repre- 
sention in our country, the department was eliminated in order to make 
cooperative relations "more dynamic and operational, through unified action, 
which is now concentrated in the General Directorate of Cooperation, 
recently created" by the Lisbon goverument. 


According to the same source, there is no foundation to the reports, based 
on the interpretation of the measure by some Portuguese newspapers and re- 
peated in the JORNAL DE ANGOLA, that this means "the extinction of cultural 
relations with the Portuguese-speaking countries." 


In this regard, the Portuguese Embassy notes that, according to public 
clarifications offered by the Portuguese executive, the purpose of the 
measure "was not to discourage the relations that the Secretariat of State 
for Culture can and should establish with countries’ whose official language 
is Portuguese."" Moreover, the Portuguese Embassy in Luanda notes that the 
cultural accord signed last July in Lisbon between Portugal and the People's 
Republic of Angola has already been ratified by both governments, "so there 
is no foundation," it adds, "to published reports that the accord has been 
frozen." 


Thus this matter, which according to the embassy "has (understandably) 
caused considerable distress to many of those who read the reports," has 
been entirely cleared up.

OFFICIAL SCORES PROTECTIONISM, COMMENTS ON REBEL GROUP 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 7 Mar 80 pp 1, 10 


[Report on interview with Jamba Ya Mina, provincial commissioner of Bie, 
date and place not given] 


[Text] "Some delegates often go complaining to the ministers in the sector 
and to other officials who are their protectors, but in this province there 
is a Provincial Commission appointed by the party, and it makes the law and 
directs the province. Bie's problems are not resolved in Luanda; they are 
mostly resolved right here in the province," Comrade Jamba Ya Mina, member 
of the MPLA-Labor Party Central Committee and provincial commissioner of Bie, 
declared in an interview with JORNAL DE ANGOLA. The commissioner vigorously 
denounced certain negative, class-oriented practices by some organs and 
officials of the state apparatus, which could impede the gradual elimination 
of one of the vestiges of the old colonial order: protectionism. 


During the interview, the party official focused on the political and military 
offensive launched by the provincial defense agencies, th. state security 
apparatus and the ODP [People's Defense Organization] inside Bie. He ex- 
plained that "one of the major goals of our action during 1980 will be to 
eliminate the remaining puppet bandits of UNITA once and for all." 


In this regard, he offered some reflections on the social, political and 
military situation in the province, and criticized the weakness of some 
administrative agencies, whose actions he characterized as "purely and simply 
sabotaging" the many efforts to solve the most critical problems of the 
people. At the same time, he blamed the creation and maintenance of this 
weakness on the passivity of certain leaders. 


Early in the interview, Ya Mina assigned priority to correcting the present 
military situation, noting: "The enemy will soon cease to exist. Today 
they are surrendering by the thousands, turning their backs on the battle. 
The bandits are disorganized, and have no more time to get organized. In 
desperation, they have taken to insulting our leaders. This is normal, 
because when there is a face-to-face battle and the enemy turns tail, he 

is going to run; he is going to cross the river and stay on the other side..." 
Later, Ya Mina noted that the purpose of the present offensive is to "make 
it possible for our people to work in freedom, for our peasants, who are the 
best natural engineers, to produce from this land that they know better than 
anyone else." 28 








Seen in these terms, the situation poses other problems in turn, which in 
Bie Province are currently assuming proportions that call for the maximum 
attention of some of the central government agencies. There is the complex 
problem of the displaced people. Jamba Ya Mina says they are returning 
daily by the thousands, in a precarious state of health, resulting in a 

high death rate. According to the provincial commissioner, the problem now 
far exceeds the capacity of the existing health facilities in Bie Province. 
"The situation is serious," he said, "and at the moment we cannot say pre- 
cisely how many displaced people we have, because they are coming out of the 
woods every day." 





On the social plane, in order to reintegrate these displaced people success- 
fully, they must be provided with the tools that will enable them to engage 
in production. With regard to health, brigades with various specialties 
have been formed and nurses have been distributed to the various municipios 
and communes. In performing their duties, they are confronted with another 
problem: the lack of medicines. 


Our conversation turned from the problems in the country to the city, to 
Kuito, where the decisions and basic guidelines for province life are made. 
In a recent communique, the provincial commissioner had accused the public 
sectors of acting only in their own personal interest, disregarding the 
problems of the people. We asked, then, if he felt the directives issued by 
the national and provincial leaders were being undermined. 


"Yes, I think there is sabotage; there is bad faith." 
How did he justify this accusation? 


"It is simple. We have 4,000 tons of merchandise in the port of Lobito and 
we can't get it here. They use a series of subterfuges. Something is 
decided in a meeting, and everyone agrees to it, but when it comes to 
carrying it out, they say there is a shortage of gasoline. We arrange for 
the gasoline, and they bring up “he problem of drivers. We arrange for the 
drivers. They say something els« is needed. In other words, they put up 

a series of arguments that we cannot accept. It is obvious that many of 
these individuals who adopt this disdainful attitude are the same ones who 
always lived well in colonial times. These gentlemen are isolated from the 
people because they have everything they want. They have enough meat stored 
away for several days--for themselves and for their friends. We know this. 
I will not tolerate this, so they say I am a hard man. This is all right 
with me; it is good, because they know about revolutionary action and cer- 
tainly are not going to have it repeated. It is a question of good will. 
There is a rock to be moved; 10 or 20 weak men will not be able to lift it, 
but if there are 5 people filled with good will, they will certainly be able 
to do it!" 


He went on: "For example, at the end of 1979, as early as June, the party 
advised the local agriculture officials to distribute seed and fertilizers, 
and what happened? They received the fertilizers in October, and stored 
them poorly, leaving them half-uncovered. The result: it began to rain 
and the seed and fertilizers got wet. They neglected to distribute them to 
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the municipios, where the peasants could have stored them, so the peasants 
had no seed or fertilizer. It is attitudes like this that we consider 
negative, attitudes of a petty bourgeoisie that lacks concern for the people." 


The commissioner of Bie also severely criticized the protection that some 
local officials boast of receiving from certain national organs and leaders. 
How does he view the situation in Bie Province? 


"We know that some individuals go complaining to Luanda. This is also a 
problem. But we think that Bie's problems are not resolved in Luanda, but 
mainly here in Bie! For this reason, they say I am a hard man, but it is 
well for them to know that it is the commission that directs the province, 
according to party guidelines. We know the situation exists because, when 
we go to Luanda, some officials often ask immediately how things are going. 
We explain. Some of them accept the measures we take, and some do not." 


Even today, from what we can observe, prob.ems arise with the transfer of 
cadres to the interior of the country, especially to some provinces where 
conditions appear to be less comfortable than those in the capital. Bie is 
no exception. When these cadres run out of excuses, a shield appears to 
protect them. Where does this shield come from? Who is protecting them? 


"Well, we have to consider two situations. The first problem is that most 
of the individuals who are transferred here are afraid of the political- 
military situation. They come, stay for a week, and then leave. They say 
there are no houses for them, no furniture, no way for them to live. Some 
of these individuals find better houses here than those they left behind 

in Luanda. Today there is less of this, because we are resolving the mili- 
tary problem. The other problem is the protectionism that exists in Luanda. 
The workers are assigned to the provinces and they turn the assignment down, 
simply because they are friends, or relatives, of the minister or director, 
who protects them. We know that our lamented President Agostinho Neto said 
that some ministers and government members should go to Kuando-Kubango, but 
up to now only a few, very few, have complied with this guideline. So the 
problem is the protectionism that originates in Luanda." 





It is not, however, an incurable evil. Protectionism could be completely 
eliminated. How? 


"Well, the problem is at the top. We think jobs should be denied to those 
who refuse to go to some provinces, claiming hardships. There are hardships 
throughout the country, above all because we are in a continuing state of 

war with the South Africans. Often, these individuals go from one job to 
another with the greatest of ease. We discussed this problem in the Revolu- 
tionary Council, and we arrived at certain agreements. They are not observed, 
however; there is always nepotism, protectionism, the minister or director 
who gives his cousin or his friend a job in his sector. We must resolve 

this problem." 


And right now! In this manner, taking a vigorous tone, Jamba Ya Mina 
firmly put his finger on an ill that demands a cure. The statements re- 
corded above sound the alert. They should be examined and the necessary 
inferences should be drawn, to cut this evil off at the root: to eliminate 
protectionism, from top to bottom.

DOS SANTOS: CLEMENCY MEASURES DO NOT INCLUDE 'FALSE LEADERS'

[Text of an address by Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of Angola, 
delivered in Luanda on 8 March. ] 


[Excerpts] Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of 
the People's Republic of Angola and the MPLA-Labor Party, 
and commander-in chief of the FAPLA [Armed Forces for the 
Popular Liberation of Angola], delivered the following 
address at the opening session of a round table on "The 
Work oi Comrade President Agostinho Neto and the Building 
of Socialism in Angola." The conference began yesterday 
in the National Party School. 


Comrade members of the Political Bureau and the Central Committee of the 
MPLA Labor Party; comrade members of the government; comrade guests: 


Our party, created only recently, grew out of the MPLA Movement, the politi- 
cal organization that brought together all the Angolan nationalists who 
struggled on political, military, diplomatic, cultural and other fronts to 
free our country of Portuguese colonialism and the imperialist attempts at 
neocolonization. Naturally, as the party evolved, its ideology became more 
clearly defined. This clarification came about through the sifting out and 
rejection of opportunistic individuals or groups who sought to divert the 
MPLA from its progressive and revolutionary line. Both in the First National 
MPLA Conference and the first Conference of Cadres and, later, in the 
Readjustment Movement and the Third Plenary Session of the Central Committee, 
in October 1976, we witnessed various atte™»>ts to destroy the impetus and 
revolutionary strength of the MPLA leadership. 


Undoubtedly, in all those particularly difficult moments for the MPLA, the 
person of Agostinho Neto, the leader, the commander-in-chief, the ideologist 
and strategist, always played a decisive role in defense of our independence 
and on behalf of the most exploited classes of the former colonial society: 
the workers and peasants. 
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This important meeting of party leaders and officials should contribute to 
the correct and faithful interpretation of Neto's teachings and guidelines, 
atrengthening the unity and ideological purity of our party. 


Divisioniat Ideas Synonymous With Reaction 


We live in a society which has still not entirely rid itself of tribalisn, 
regionalism, race prejudice and superiority and inferiority complexes, the 
result of the frustration which the colonial situation created in our 
countrymen, All these phemonena have always been exploited by the colonialist 
and reactionary forces to divide our people, setting north against south, 

east against north and center, white and colored against black, the intellec- 
tuals against the workers and peasants, 


The imperialists and the. rc agents have continued and will continue to exploit 
these tribal, regional, racial or social differences in their attempt to 
divide our people and even our party, to weaken the party and to prevent us 
from consolidating our independence and our revolution. 


Anyone who bases his political convictions on tribalism, regionalism or race 
prejudice is consciously or unconsciously identifying himself with reaction, 
because he is helping to divide the people and to weaken the revolutionary 
strength of our party. 


A member of our organization, which is a Marxist-Leninist party, cannot be 
a tribalist, regionalist or racist. On the contrary, he must be free of 
these erroneous and reactionary ideas; he should see all Angolans as equal 
before the law, and he should contribute to the continuing elevation of the 
patriotic and revolutionary awareness of every citizen, regardless of his 
race or birth place. 


In other words, the party member must help to strengthen national unity, 
based on fundamental revolutionary principles. As our lamented Comrade 
President Agostinho Neto said on 1 August 1979: "National unity is not 
achieved with racism, tribalism or regionalism, but with a secure orientation 
that embraces all classes, all regions, all ethnic groups within the common 
interest: the interest of forming a socialist country." 


Class Struggle Developing Now 


Nonetheless, comrades, we must recognize that fundamental changes are now 
being made in our country, aimed at radical revision of the economic structure 
and the gradual elimination of private ownership of the means of production 
and of capitalist production relations, to bring an end to the exploitation 

of men by men. In this process, which is characteristic of any society in 
transition from colonial capitalism to popular democracy, the secondary 
contradictions in Angolan society are sharpened. That is, a class struggle 
‘evelops between the revolutionary and reactionary classes, between those 

who defend progress, popular democracy and socialism, and those who seek to 
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perpetuate capitaliem, the exploitation of men by men, Thus, on one side, 
we eee the workers, peasants and revolutionary intellectuals engaged in 
building a new society of social justice and, on the other side, the petty 
bourgeolele, attempting to sabotage the building of the popular democratic 
state, to prevent the socialist revolution and to preserve its interests and 
the privileges inherited from the colonial era. The petty bourgeoisie has 
no choice, however; it must go along with the revolution. 


The workere and peasants, who were cruelly exploited and oppressed by 
colonialiem and imperialism, constitute the mass of the Angolan people, and 
today they have the indispensable tool to lead the class struggle, to defend 
their interests and to establish a society that serves the interests of all 
honest citizens. 


All the classes and social strata must be enlisted in the service of building 
the socialist society, under the leadership of the worker and peasant class. 
This will strengthen our national unity, which is absolutely necessary if 

we are to remain steadfast against all the imperialist attacks in every area, 
in defense of our independence and territorial integrity, and in the struggle 
against social and cultural backwardness and underdevelopment. 


Popular Power Form of Organization For Democratic Revolutionary State 


In order to further consolidate and intensify our revolutionary process, 

we must have an adequate superstructure, corresponding to the modifications 
in the economic structure of our society. This superstructure must not 

only be capable of drawing the guidelines and approving the laws of the 
popular democratic state but, above all, must be equipped with an efficient 
state apparatus to carry out, to execute, the will of the dominant classes; 
i.e., the worker and peasant classes, guided by their vanguard party, the 
MPLA-Labor Party. 


It is impossible to create this superstructure without establishing the 
organs of popular power. Popular power will be the form of organization 

of the Revolutionary Democratic Dictatorship; that is, it will be the means 
by which the people will participate in the exercise of power against the 
enemies of the revolution, helping to resolve economic and social problems, 
defense and security problems and others confronting us in this present 
stage. 


Thus, when we speak of popular power, we must distinguish between the organs 
of government that draft the directives and approve the laws, and the organs 
that execute those laws and directives. All these organs apply the policy 

of the party, but the former consist of the People's Assembly, the provincial 
assemblies, and the latter are constituted by the central government or 
provincial commissions. 


The assemblies may have their working and supervisory committees and commis- 
sions to keep abreast of the activity of the executive organs. 
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In accordance with the guidelines of our Immortal Guide, our Central Committee 
has decided to create only provincial assemblies and the People's Assembly. 
The creation of municipal, communal and settlement assemblies will come later, 
and will depend on the effectiveness of the process of rectifying and struc- 
turing the party and the mass organizations in the field, because we cannot 
ignore the basic principle, approved by the first party congress: The party 
constitutes the center of power and oversees the inatitution of the organs 

of popular power. 


No Clemency For False Leaders 


In conclusion, I would like to bring up just one more point regarding the 
policy of clemency, which was also ove of the last concerns of our lamented 
Comrade President Neto. 


His deep humanity and clear insight into the nation's problems led him to 
decree clemency for all citizens who, for one reason or another, allowed 
themselves to be fooled by false leaders, to be thrown into political 
adventures that often cost the lives of thousands of innocent Angolans. 


Our party is maintaining this policy of clemency, in a spirit of tolerance 
and stronger national unity. Nonetheless, we do not want, nor will we 
allow, our previous troubles to come knocking at our door again. 


We do want all the citizens who were deceived to be able to join in the tasks 
of national reconstruction and in the defense of the country, under the 
leadership of the Angolan proletariat. As for the false leaders of the 
people, who led so many young men astray, they cannot be considered to come 
under this clemency. 





The most important task is to resolve the problems of the People! The

PARTY STRUCTURES CANNOT REPLACE MANAGEMENT IN PRODUCTION FIELD

[Excerpts] Benguela--Province administrative structures held a general 
meeting in the facilities of the Monumental Movie Theatre in this city, 

to analyze organizational probleme of the party and the links that should 
exist between the rank and file party structures and the management and 

union leadership in various areas of activity. Col Dino Matross, member 

of the Political Bureau of the MPLA-Labor Party, presided over the closing 
session of the meeting. Participants included members of the party and 

party youth, the UNTA [National Union of Angolan Workers], the OMA [Organiza- 
tion of Angolan Women] and the administrative structures of several produc- 
tion units, and union officials in several sectors of activity. 


The need to orgeuize the industrial sector, a decisive factor in the 
economic development of the province and, consequently, of the country, 
merited the particular attention of all the participants, who sought to- 
gether to determine the reasons for certain negative situations which are 
still prevalent in that sector. 


The participants first established that the efforts in 1979 to develop 

this sector were successful from the standpoint of organization and produc- 
tion, although they recognized that there were still many problems of a 
technical nature and with respect to manpower and supplies of raw materials. 


In this regard, Comrade Lucio do Amaral, coordinator of the Department of 
Economic Development and Planning, of the Provincial Committee of the Party, 
noted during the opening session: "With the experience we have acquired, 
we can be optimistic about the goals assigned for 1980. Still, we think 
we should say that the production plans must be met and, if possible, sur- 
passed. And we will be exacting in our evaluation of their execution. 
Trite excuses will not be acceptable; that is to say, there must be an 
increased effort to improve production rates, and to keep improving them, 
with dedication and great sacrifice. We also note the need to improve 
social support to the workers, to put more effort into the training of 
cadres and in the literacy programs, and to improve the discipline of the 
workers and the financial accounts." 
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Another item given attention at the meeting was the workers’ consumption 

of the goods they produce. Is this correct practice or not? Officials 

in several spheres of activity commented on this question. Referring to 
the matter, Comrade Lucio do Amaral was adamant in declaring that “internal 
consumption by the workers is improper practice, because the goods are 
often then used for speculative purposes." Before giving some specific 
examples, Amaral urged all the participants to discuss the matter "in depth, 
without sentimentality, with the objectivity appropriate to our political, 
social and economic situation, in the stubborn defense of the revolutionary 
conquests of our people." 


Address by Col Dino Matross 


As we said earlier, Col Dino Matross closed this major meeting. In an 
important address, he analyzed various problems related not only to produc- 
tion but to our country. 


Colonel Matross began by stressing that the meeting was really "in compli- 
ance with the spirit advocated by our party, the spirit in which the party 
mem.ers should join in analyzing our social and economic problems, since 
production serves all Angolan society: a spirit of honesty, fraternal 
respect and coherence, to achieve unity of action in the solution of common 
problems; in other words, to make it possible for all the people, united 
from Cabinda to Cunene, to take part in the tasks of national reconstruc- 
tion, to create the technical and material bases on which to build popular 
democracy and socialism in our country." 


The provincial commissioner of Benguela then focused on the major topic 
of the meeting: the ties that must exist between the party, union and 
management structures in the various sectors of activity. 


He began by noting that there must always be unity in the work at the enter- 
prise, in the discussion of its social and economic problems, regardless 
of the workers' specific duties. 


"If any one of those structures is inadequate or is not functioning, it 

can have serious repercussions; it weakens the organization and causes a 
decline in production and productivity. Hence," he continued, "although 

the party structure should be viewed as the directive nucleus of all activity 
at the worksite, it should not meddle in administrative matters; that is, 

it cannot take the place of the administrative organs, nor can the latter 
assume the functions of the party organ." 


Matross said further: "The rank and file party structures should oversee, 
but not replace, the management of the companies. To monitor the quality 
and quantity of production and services, to keep abreast of the economic 
management, both in the determination and execution of production plans 
and delivery schedules; to make recommendations on the best utilization 
of raw materials and equipment and on ways to improve productivity and 
thrift; and to ask for information on a regular basis: these are some 
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of the many activities open to the company's party organs. Meanwhile," 
he said, "all the party members, as workers, are obligated to comply with 
management decisions. I want to make it very clear here that the rank and 
file party organizations must be respected as such." 


Workers' Assemblies and Production Meetings 


Referring to workers' assemblies and production meetings, Colonel Matross 
stressed: 


"Workers' assemblies and production meetings foster greater awareness. 
They permit the workers' active participation in the discussion of produc- 
tion problems and the evlauation of discipline, and their engagement in 
all the activities linked to production. 


"The party, government and union structures," he declared, "must be stronger; 
their members must feel they have the responsibility and the capacity to 
solve the problems that come up every day. 


"We have our laws and our party and government guidelines, but they are 
not always observed in practice, and this has given rise to serious situa- 
tions. And when this happens, it is the managers themselves who have felt 
free to take the problems to higher-level organs for consideration. This 
attitude is absolutely intolerable. 


"The higher-level organs are not responsible for problems that are of a 
political-administrative nature, as in the case of the management of a com- 
pany, for example. Any official who does not show initiative, who does 
not concern himself with problems in his work sector, who is not discip- 
lined and hard-working, cannot direct, organize or discipline anyone else." 


Colonel Matross said in conclusion: 


"We must bear in mind that the chief, at any level, must set an example in 
every respect. We see companies where much of the production equipment 
has come to a standstill because of negligence by some workers and some 
directors. We will not tolerate such conduct, which constitutes economic 
sabotage in this period when we are struggling with a shortage of produc- 
tion materials of various kinds."

DEFENSE OFFICIAL STRESSES NEED FOR MILITARY TRAINING

[Excerpts] The fourth course in Basic Technical Skills in the conservation, 
maintenance and repair of weapons ended yesterday morning with a ceremony 
in the facilities of the school. Comrade Pedro Maria Tonha (Pedale), | 
member of the Political Bureau of the party, vice minister of defense and 
acting chief of staff of the FAPLA [Armed Forces for the Popular Liberation 
of Angola], presided over the ceremony. 


This fourth course was attended by 119 trainees, of whom only 88 were able 
to compelte it with the highest rating. Also attending the ceremony were 
Lt Col Roka Moniz, chief of staff for weapons and artillery, FAPLA officers, 
Cuban and Soviet advisors and numerous guests.

At the end of the ceremony, Colonel Pedale addressed the group, speaking 
on such issues as defense, improved production and vigilance, party enroll- 
ments and the rules of discipline that must be put into practice. 


Regarding the first issue, the party leader emphasized that there are 
currently many people who do not understand, or do not wish to understand, 
the vital need to train more military cadres \solidate our national 
independence and revolutionary conquests.

READER COMPLAINS ABOUT MILITARY IN FOOD LINES

[Excerpts] We received the following letter from reader Antonio Lino, of 
Malanje, who wrote after we urged all those who want to be people's corres- 
pondents to send us news of their province, municipio, city or commune, 

so that the whole country can be informed about events there. 


"As a JORNAL DE ANGOLA reader and subscriber, I would like to say a little 
about the waiting lines we are having now in this populous city of Malanje. 


"We have noticed lines when some much-needed or even essential item is 
for sale. We are not speaking of the lines of people waiting to schedule 
appointments at hospital centers. These have been supervised and well- 
organized by a People's Police agent, aided by an employee of the Health 
Ministry on ODP [People's Defense Organization] duty. 


"I am speaking of the disorganized lines for meat, fish, manufactured items, 
etc. In these lines, it is a matter of every man for himself, or the 
survival of the strongest. On Saturday, 9 February, after we had worked 

a "night shift," I went with a colleague to the "Diamante" butcher shop, 
which had announced it would sell meat that afternoon upon presentation 

of service cards or statements. This was not the case, however, because 
the meat was actually sold indiscriminately. I am quite certain the crowd 
had been gathered there since morning, waiting for the meat vendor to 
arrive, especially Comrade Salvador, who is the best-known vendor at that 
butcher shop. As usual, there was the exception to the rule. The crowd 
was forming two lines beside the building, so there was a line of women 
and a line of men. 


"Even so, this time we noted three lines, not to mention the 'Kazucuteiros' 
who were climbing up on the iron grating in front of the shop. When the 
shop's managers arrived, the lines were invaded by uniformed comrades who 
entered and left with packages of meat. There was no attempt at organiza- 
tion by the police or the ODP, nor any control whatever. The people were 
shouting: ‘We keep hearing that slogan about how important is is to re- 
solve the problems of the people. Why isn't someone here taking care of 
this mess?'"

The container that the vendor was using to measure, and for which he charged 
the price of 10,00 kwanzas, would not even fill the hand of a very young 
Pioneer. Hence the reason for the dialog between the seller and the buyer. 


This happened opposite the Atlantico movie theater, on Eugenio de Castro

And the dialog continued for a few more minutes, but the response remained 
the same:

The desire to chew something took precedence over the wish to continue con- 
versing, and the passer-by ended up taking out the "dough" and buying the 
ginguba. Situations such as this occur every day on Eugenio de Castro Street, 
where "petty trade is free." The amounts of hard sugar candy proliferating 
there make one think a little, and make many assumptions on how such large 
amounts of hard sugar candy are acquired, and not only that, but sometimes 
items which are scarce on the state market.

ALLEGED UNITA ATTACK--In a repetition of the attack that occurred about a 
year ago, in which several railway coaches were burned and all their passen- 
gers were killed (and which was never reported to the foreign press), 
another coach on the highland line has now been burned, in Lobito, by 
guerillas of UNITA, the liberation movement led by Savimbi, which is 
fighting against the Cuban-Soviet occupation of Angola. A time bomb was 
placed on the coach in Campao, the urban station in Lobito, and it ex- 
ploded when the train arrived at the sugar estate of Catumbels, killing 
all the occupants of the coach, who were completely incinerated. The 
hatred of the Cubans and Russians is growing day by day. They live apart 
and do not fraternize with the blacks; they have separate beaches and 

their own recreation creas, Angola is now importing beans, rice, potatoes, 
coffee and even sugar, an indication of the kind of "decolonization" 

being offered its people. Angolan waters are being exploited by the 
Russian ships, The island of Luanda is barred to traffic; it has been 
turned into a missile base. There are zones that are off-limits except 

to Russians and Cubans, with their houses and stocks of luxury items, 

while the Angolan people are still lining up in queues, and have barely 
enough to eat or wear.

FUTURE OIL PRODUCTION INCREASE--Oil production for this year is expected 
to be 160,000 barrels a day, but it should go up*to 200,000 barrels within

PORTUGUESE LABOR ASSISTANCE--A technical-educational team from the Portuguese 
Ministry of Labor has come to our country to assist in a survey of Cape 
Verde's needs, looking toward creation of a National Employment Service, 

and to aid in the organization of a future Center for Professional Training 
and Improvement, with particular emphasis on civil construction work. The 
team consists of economist Sergio Ribeiro and Aderito dos Santos, a civil 
engineer. As provided in the plan for bilateral cooperation between Portu- 
gal and Cape Verde in this area, Portuguese technicians will also come here 
to assist in the training of Cape Verdian cadres in technical education, 
three trainees will go to Purtugal to specialize in such areas as employment 
and manpower development, and a Portuguese cooperant will come here to serve 
with the Labor Directorate.

The reduction in the 
number of civil servants, the canceling of tax and customs benefits (damaging 
to the treasury of this land-locked country), the creation of programs for 
debt settlement, the examination of expenditures involved, the improvement 

of management of state enterprises, the call for private investment, in short, 
the reorganization of all the economic structures, these are the measures 
retained to rebuild confidence and to restore the country's credit after 13 
years of a disasterous regime. 


Paris has promised an unusual assistance of 30 million French francs for this

TWENTY-THREE YEARS OF INDEPENDENCE HAVE PRODUCED CHAOS 
Accra DAILY GRAPHIC in English 6 Mar 80 p 5 
[Article by Kojo Yankah: "Are We Really Independent?"] 


[Text] Don't be alarmed. If independence for us is not "a national flag, 
a national anthem, a seat at the United Nations, and a 2l-gun salute for the 
President,"’ I would want to revise my notes on neo-colonialism. 


Twenty-three years ago, the President of the First Republic Dr Kwame 
Nkrumah declared: "Ghana, our beloved country, is free forever." Little 
did he realize that the black faces which replaced the white faces were 
later to give cause to some writers to call some independences in Africa "a 
false decolonization" or worse still "a false start." 


Bungalows changed hands and the blacks protested if any attempt was made to 
deprive them of the “few amenities" that they enjoyed. Definitely, Dr 
Nkrumah had problems. The support he enjoyed was not from the "veranda" 
boys only; some chiefs, lawyers and other professionals threw in their lot. 
This propertied class could not be easily depropertied. Add to this the fact 
that tribal sentiments were being whipped up. 


Did Nkrumah's "liberal democracy" at the time of independence gain Ghana 
anything? How far could a young country go with liberal democracy? 
Nkrumah may have realized this but...the world, especially the West, was 
watching Ghana, first black independent country south of the Sahara. The 
foreign press was tossing labels here and there, and the Osagyefo wanted 
to be cautious. Meanwhile imported technology was to be encouraged, but 
this, as was evident later, was to benefit only the urban areas. 


Rural industries, which could have been encouraged at this time, were not 
seriously considered and the drift of the school leavers from the villages 
to the cities increased. Seek ye first the political kingdom and all other 
things shall be added unto it," the party activists quoted Dr Nkrumah with 
relish. By the time he was dying, Dr Nkrumah may have realized that the 
political kingdom he wanted had been built in some fat bellies of his party 
activists. 








The group he was nurturing, the Young Pioneers would certainly have saved 
the situation (most probably with a cultural revolution) if they had been 
allowed to mature. 


But you can't stop the dialectics of a society. The political independence, 
minus the economic independence, was to have its harmful effects on the 
society. "To abdicate any part of that power (POLITICAL POWER) to an opposi- 
tion that has been repeatedly rejected by the people and engages itself in 
activities prejudicial to the independence, safety and forward growth of 

the state, would, I submit, be a betrayal of the popular will and trust of 
the people said Dr Kwame Nkrumah. 


The opposition was on him all the time over policies that the CPP was 
initiating to, ostensibly, accelerate the "forward growth" of the state. 
"We welcome criticism," the Osagyefo said again and again, "but we will not 
tolerate subversive and terroristic activities against the state and ille- 
gal was designed to promote, the selfish greed of a dissident minority." 


If there is one credit that stands undisputed about Dr Nkrumah's regime it 
was its ability to unite the people of Ghana. When all was ripe to usher 

in a transformation of our flag independence into an economic one, Dr Nkrumah 
came face to face with strong opposition, not only from the propertied 

class (some of whom were strong party functionaries) but more particularly 
from the elite who considered their freedoms interfered with. 


The National Liberation Council left the stage open for Dr Busia and his 
Progress Party. Dr Busia, despite avowed but vain attempts to break any 
link the people had with Dr Nkrumah, did not want to rock the economic boat. 
Of course, state enterprises were not completely abandoned, but our reliance 
on foreign loans and foreign experts increased with time. A foreign econo- 
mic team worked tirelessly to save Ghana, but alas... 


"Oxford is my second home, it has made me," Dr Busia was quoted as saying. 
No doubt that he had to die there with our many economic problems still 
unsolved. 


Of the military regimes we have had since independence, it was only the 
AFRC which could have ushered in a revolution to achieve economic indepen- 
dence. It would have meant great sacrifices, redistribution of land, less 
reliance on foreign agents, self-reliance in industry and planning, appro- 
priate technology and a new awareness amongst the people. 


It would have meant reansforming our rural areas into towns and cities. 
This would have taken years of struggle between the have and haye nots, 
between the "Masses" and the bourgeoisie. But the AFRC was limited in its 
aspirations. 
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Today, with huge foreign loans to pay, people are still crying for imported 
technology, our brains are leaving the country; those who are here are 
turning into businessmen to distribute (what?). Our tastes are almost 
completely foreign. Our television sets are bombarded with alien cultures, 
and our radios are jammed for foreign music. 


Our rural areas are in a worse situation. While they produce about 98 
percent of food crops and 60 percent of industrial raw materials for 
agrobased industries, and earn over 60 percent of the country's foreign 
exchange, they are in a worse situation when it comes to the distribution of 
the national cake. Darkness is their lot after 6 p.m.; diseases compete 
with their priorities, and they are virtually kept off from the capital 
because there are no newspapers, television or functioning radios. 


As we celebrate the 23rd anniversary of our independence, let us soberly 
reflect on the injustices, inequities, and unfairness meted out to the majority 
of our people only because they belong to the have-nots. While we ask for 
"human rights" for ourselves in the cities and share the best things of 

nature, shall we consider the base of our economy. We cannot take loans 

ad infinitum. It is time to come home.

Despite the high quality of Ghanaian mind and scholarship, we still remain 
the victims of so-called foreign experts, because everybody is out seeking 
easy money in other countries and leaving our own country to be developed 
for us by others. 


Selfishness has overtaken the society to the extent that virtually everyone 
seeks his own progress by knocking down the neighbor in front of him, 


We cry for food but no one wants to dirty his hands in the soil; we want 
all the benefits of production but Ghanaians themselves have made the 
smuggling of products their profession--and we admire those who have made 
money by killing us through their smuggling. 


At the 23rd milestone of independence, Ghana stands as a nation being 
enthusiastically destroyed by her own people. The indiscipline, the lack 
of love for nation that exist in Ghana is almost without parallel anywhere 
else. 


But all these things must come to pass. Ghanaians were not created to be 
stooges; they were not created to be pawns in any international game against 
the greater interests of their own nation; they were not created to become 
servants of money.

DEVELOPMENT LOANS FROM VARIOUS SOURCES

[Text] Ghana is to receive a total of over ¢95 million loan from the 
Government of the Federal Republic of Germany and the International Develop- 
ment Association of the European Economic Community to finance a number of 
projects. 


Under the loan agreement, Kreditanstalt Fur Wiederaufbau, a German Institu- 
tion would lend the Volta River Authority and the Electricity Corporation 
through the Ghana Government 28 million Deutche Marks. 


Ghana will use the loan exclusively to pay the foreign exchange cost of the 
installation of electricity net work in the Volta Region. 


The loan which is payable in 20 years with a grace period of five years will 
attract eight percent interest per annum. 


The International Development Association loan of 19 million US dollars 
(¢42.8m) would serve as "financing working capital" for the importation 

of spare parts and raw materials required to improve utilization of existing 
industrial capacity and technical assistance to strengthen Ghana's export 
programme and also finance National Investment Bank's project promotion 
activities. 


There is a third loan of NKR134,082,000 from the Norwegian Export Credit 
Institute for the purchase of four vessles from Norway for Messrs Mankoadze 
Limited, through the Government of Ghana. All the three loans are subject 
to ratification by Parliament. 


All the agreements on the loans which were laid before Parliament yesterday 
by Mr C C Fitih, leader of the Majority Group in the House, were later 
referred to the Finance Committee of the House for consideration.

"EMIGRATION TAX' MAY STOP BRAIN DRAIN

[Editorial: "Emigration Tax"] 


[Text] The suggestion should be carefully studied, that those Ghanaians 
who choose to seek employment outside the country should pay tax--call it 
emigration tax. 


Professor E. Bamfo-Kwakye's reasons for making the suggestion include the 
fact, very clear fact, that the movement of Ghanatans away to take jobs 
abroad jc affecting the pace and cost of Ghana's development. 


The ir.creasing number of unemployed Ghanaians in say, Nigeria, he argues, 
is aiso creating an embarrassment for both countries. 


Tr those educated with Ghana's money prefer to go and serve another coun- 
try rather than stay at home and use their education for Ghana's develop- 
ment, then they must pay for it. 


The tax could well be the equivalent of the cost of educating the emigrant 
for his professional certificate. For example, if he is a teacher, the tax 
should be equivalent to the cost of the 4-year, 3-year, or 2-year teaching 
course whichever he took. 


Look at what has happened to education in Ghana. Last academic year, at 
least 4,000 teachers left Ghana to teach in neighboring countries mostly in 
Nigeria. One consequence was remarkably poor school certificate results 
throughout the country; on the other hand Nigeria, for instance, had the 
best results for the same period. 


And look at the unhappy case of Ghanaians in Nigeria. If the anti-Ghanaian 
attitude in Nigeria continues the way it is at present, one could foresee 

a violent confrontation between the Ghanaian community in Nigeria and 
Nigerians one day. 


In this regard, the pogron against Ibos in northern Nigeria which led the 
Biafran secession should be a warning. 








So the idea of an emigration tax would not be simply to let people pay for 
betraying their nation and running away from its problems, but also to 


discourage Ghanaians from settling in such numbers in other countries as 
could lead to trouble. 


It is a false argument to say that unemployment at home is the cause of 

the emigration. Every one of the 4,000 teachers who left Ghana had full 
employment. Those who were unemployed before they left for ‘Agege' are 

doing the same jobs there which they won't accept here. 


Those who like to defend the emigration would have any number of arguments 


to support it; but for Ghana what matters is that people educated with the 
nation's money must stay and serve the people whose sweat educated them.

STRIKES FOR HIGHER SALARIES NO REMEDY TO ECONOMIC ILLS

[Text] Scarcely anyone who depends on a monthly salary can make ends meet, 
the nation's economic difficulties are hitting most Ghanaians really hard. 
The economic plight is so grave that many Ghanaians even doubt whether things 
can ever be good again. 


So the great national issue is: How can the economic problem be solved? 


It is on this score that we would again appeai to every Ghanaian worker to 
ask himself seriously whether strikes and other forms of industrial action 
can solve the problem. 


Can demands for more pay and the halt to production to press such demands 
yield any results of real value even to those who make the demands? 


Most workers, in the hard conditions of the pocket, are likely to forget to 
consider the fact that the difficulties of the day are consequences of long- 
standing problems, and that the difficulties cannot be ended with a single 
act like wage increase. 


The inadequate wage issue is linked with several other economic and social 
factors, all of which should be considered together to produce any real, 
lasting effect. 


It must also be considered that barely six months of taking up government is 
certainly too short for President Limann to produce answers to such a diffi- 
cult, indeed critical, issue as inadequate wages. 


And the obvious danger is that if the wage demands and strikes backing them 
continue, it would lead to the worsening of the existing economic chaos. 


Ghana's situation is like the father who would gladly give his children three 
Square meals a day, but cannot afford more than two meals a day at a particu- 
larly difficult time. 
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In such a situation, the children would have to accept what their father 
can offer or pester him to death to no purpose OR they themselves must work 
to produce more. 


Thus the way through Ghana's present plight is a coming together of all 
sides to think of what to do. Strikes and more pay alone could bring no 
real satisfaction to anybody. 


On the contrary, if the strikes continue the way they are coming, the 
Government could not be expected to have the atmosphere in which to plan 
for lasting solutions. And who, then loses?

NUGS: BOARDING FEES A DENIAL OF FREE EDUCATION

[Text] The National Union of Ghana Students (NUOGS) has contended that 
Government's decision to ask parents to pay more for their wards' boarding 
and lodging fees would deprive the majority of the people the right to educa- 
tion. 


The statement said: "We find it rather irreconciliable this recent educa- 
tional policy of the government and the PNP's intention to provide free 
education to all citizens as stated in its manifesto.” 


The Government's position on education, the statement said, was regrettable 
when one realized that the PNP won as "a result of the impact of the 
charismatic leadership of Kwame Nkrumah and the good record of the CPP 
government of which the PNP claims to be an offshoot." 


The statement further stressed: “We wish to remind the government that 
Nkrumah's policy on education was that it must be free for all in an unambigu- 
ous sense." 


The statement pointed out that the Government's claim of the nonavailability 
of resources and as a consequence its inability to bear any over expendi- 
ture on education was untenable. 


"This gives the impression that education is not really a priority area and 
that the wasteful expenditure of the Government in other areas of our 
national life could even be justified," it said. 


The NUGS, the statement pointed, could not accept the Government's con- 
tention that as an immediate policy the day school system should replace 
the boarding school system, 


Such a policy, the statement explained completely ignored the geographical 
distribution of the country's educational institutions and the statistics 
of school enrollment in the country. "It is at best a policy which has its 
basis only in the minds of the policy makers," the students said. 
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[t would be recalled that Dr Kwamena Ocran, Minister of Education, 

Culture and Sports, announced at the Speech and Prize Giving Day of the

AUSTRIAN LIVESTOCK GRANT--Ghana is to receive from the Austrian Government 
a grant of about ¢1.3 million (7.3 million Austrian Schillings) to finance 
a model cattle farm in the Brong-Ahafo Region, according to an agreement 
signed in Accra yesterday. Dr E. L. Nyakotey, Deputy Minister of Finance 
and Economic Planning, signed for Ghana while Dr Paul Leifer, Austrian 
Ambassador to Ghana, based in Lagos, signed for his Government. Under the 
terms of the agreement, the Austrian Government would deliver the Ghana 
200 pregnant heifers and ten bulls of brown cattle. The animals will be 
air-freighted to Ghana during the course of the year. The Ghana Govern- 
ment is required under the agreement to provide the land, buildings and 
other local facilities for the implementation of the project. The project 
will be under the management of the Brong-Ahafo Regional Development Cor- 
poration to be assisted by two Austrian experts. This is the first formal 
project agreement between the two countries.

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OMBUDSMAN APPOINTED--Professor Samuel Otu Gyandoh, Dean of Faculty of Law, 
University of Ghana, Legon, has been nominated for the post of Ombudsman, 
The Speaker, Mr Justice J H Griffiths-Randolph who disclosed this in Parlia- 
ment yesterday, said the nomination was made by the President acting in 
consultation with the Council of State. Professor Gyandoh's appointment 

is subject to the approval of Parliament. The Ombudsman Bill was approved 
by Parliament last week in accordance with the Constitution. Under the 
Constitution, the Ombudsman may investigate any action taken or omitted to 
be taken by or on behalf of a State department or Ministry; public corpora- 
tion, a member of Police Force, Police Service or the Prisons Service and 
also a member of the Public Services. However, the Ombudsman shall not 
investigate a matter which is subjudice before a court or judicial tribunal; 
a matter involving relations between the Ghana Government and any other 
government or international organization; or a matter relating to the 
exercise of perogative of mercy. The independence of the Ombudsman is 
guaranteed constitutionally and in the performance of his functions, he 
shall not be subject to the direction or control of any other person or 
authority.

USSR PHYSICIANS WELL RECEIVED BY POPULATION

{Text ] Two groups of Soviet physicians, each comprising eight specialists, 
are working in the hospitals of Bafata and Gabu. Each group includes a 
dermatologist, gynecologist, ophthalmologist, pediatrician, radiologist, 
surgeon, therapist and dentist, The groups have been in Guinea-Bissau, 

in these two regions, for 2 years, within the framework of cooperat) on 
between our country and the Soviet Union, 


According to the leader of the group in Bafata, most people who come (to 
the hospital have ailments resulting from social problems; they have 
fallen from trees or suffer from anemia--brought on by poor nutrition-- 
which leads to infant deaths for lack of health education, Also among 
the more frequent ailments are malaria and parasitic diseases; 60 percent 
of the cases of blindness are the result of trachoma and cataracts. 


Regarding pediatric medicine, a physician told us that many children die, 
even though they are admitted to the hospital, because their parents 

kept them at home too long without medical assistance. Thus, when a 
woman comes to the clinic, she is asked to talk about the hospital among 
her friends, and to invite other people to come, too, and bring their 
children. This way, the hospital can disseminate information about child 
nutrition, We approached a comrade who was waiting her turn, and she told 
us that the doctors are attentive and treat people well. She continued: 
"My son has been home for 2 days with boils, and today I decided to bring 
him here." 


The Bafata regional hospital has 80 beds. Last year, 45,387 patients were 
treated here, The people are supplied with medicine free of charge, but 

to meet the expenses of the hospital it was necessary to establish a fee 

10 10,00 pesos. "In the beginning the people were surprised, but gradually 
they have understood and have adapted to the new situation," said Antonio 
Sanha, who was on his way to the pharmacy to pick up his medicine. 


We learned that during the rainy season, work at the hospital is made

NAIROBI CITY COUNCIL FACES SERIOUS CASH CRISIS IN 1980 

Treasurer Okuku's Report

[Text] The Nairobi City Council is faced with a serious cash crisis in 
1980, City Treasurer J.P. Okuku has warned in a confidential report circu- 
lated to members of the Finance Committee. 


In his report which deals with the 1980 budget, Mr Okuku virtually acknow- 
ledged that previous Council budgets were formulated unrealistically and 
almost admitted that past financial sins were now beginning to catch up 
with the city. 


"For instance," Okuku's report said, "no meaningful renewal provisions 
programme has been possible with the result that the Council is now unable 
to renew its present over-aged fleet of vehicles and plants without looking 
for the whole of the required funds from outside sources; maternity hospital 
and extensions have not been able to pursue a programme of annual renewal of 
beddings and linen; major road maintenance works have not been undertaken 
for several years now." 


According to the report, gross expenditure estimates for the General Fund 
services in 1980 were expected to amount to 615,008,910. The Public Health 
vote of 66,051,310 accounted for the largest share of the budget--33 per- 
cent. Education came second with 64,484,730 or 28 percent of the total; 
public works--b2,551,180 percent; administration--bl,937,280 (12 percent) 
and Social Services and Markets--6974,410, six percent. 


Income estimates for the year were expected to amount to 614,888,770, 

with general rates accounting for 45,880,000 or 39.5 percent of the total 
revenue. Government grants anticipated by the council grants to 65,774,260-- 
38.8 percent, but experience has shown that the council has a tendency to 
Overestimate Government grants. Fees anc charges are expected to generate 

an income of 63,234,510--21.7 percent. 
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Mr Okuku said in his report: "Reference to the General Fund summary shows 
that the budgeted deficit for 1980 is unprecedented. At first sight this 
appears to be so; but on detailed analysis it need not be so." 


Mr Okuku said that the City Council has been untrying "unsuccessfully to 
produce balanced budgets without due regard to the real economic situation," 
in response to ministerial directives. 


"The cumulate effects of these past 'manipulations' of the budgets are 
now starting to show up," Mr Okuku said, citing the Council's inability to 
finance city's improvements. 


Commenting on health and education services, Mr Okuku noted that the two 
alone accounted for 610,536,040 out of the total gross expenditure of 
615,998,910--that is 66 percent. The two services reflected the highest 
growth rate in expenditure. 


"The reason for this state of affairs is simply due to the fact that the 
demand for them is very sensitive to the level and change in population," 
Mr Okuku said. 


The city had a high birth and migration ratio which resulted in heavy demands 
on health services. In turn, this created a heavier demand for education. 


Mr Okuku said that an attempt has been made in the new budget to ensure 
that the draft estimates for these services were "fairly realistic. It is 
only fair to look at the revenue sources available and review these." 


He noted that a situation whereby the Council's own sources of revenue 

were declining in production to the rising level of Government grants-- 
expected to account for 39 percent of the total this year is not proper to 
encovrage if the Council is to maintain reasonable degree of local autonomy.’ 
Regarding the council's own sources of income, he said rates formed the 
major siigle source and he recommended a reasonable review in the levy of 
rates. Similarly, he proposed increases in fees and charges which, he 

said, had to be "fairly at a high level to yield reasonable revenue." 


He said: "It is evident that nothing short of wholesale reviews of the 
rate levy and the fees and charges that would produce sufficient additional 
revenue to wipe out the budgeted deficit of 62,287,650, as well as that 
reflected in the 1979 revised budget of 6300,393 can avert the imminent 
serious liquidity crisis facing the General Fund in 1980." 


To help avert such a crisis, Mr Okuku made seyeral belt-tightening recom- 
mendations including an immediate embargo on all unfilled vacancies in the 
current year, except those specifically authorized to be filled by the 
Finance Committee. This measure, he anticipates, would save about 4200,000.

He also proposed setting up a working party to start work immediately on 
reviewing all fees and charges to be implemented from July 1, 1980 with the 
aim of producing at least 6150,000 in additional income for the half year. 


Noting that the Government already reimburses the Council for cost of running 
the Pumwani Maternity Hospital, Mr Okuku said that the Council should request 
this also to be extended to maternity wings attached to health centres. This 
would save 6137,000. A 2.75 percent general rate increase would raise 
42,062,500. 


Mr Okuku said if these recommendations were implemented, the 1980 General 
Fund Estimate deficit could then be reversed from the staggering figure of 
62,587,040 to a mere £37,540. 


Turning to council housing estates, Mr Okuku noted that the last rent review 
was carried out in 1973 "and it cannot be denied that costs have since more 
than doubled." He proposed a review of rents should be carried out imme- 
diately "to facilitate the introduction of realistic housing rents with 
effect from July 1, 1980." 


This move would help to offset an anticipated deficit of 49,140 running 
costs of maintaining the estates this year. 


Mr Okuku noted: "In view of the ever-growing and increasing population in 
the City and the consequent increased demand for housing, education, health, 
public and social services, the stagnation in development will soon make it 
impossible for the Council to implement the national policy on services and 
to control the development of shanties and their health risks." 


Chief Causes of Crisis

(Text] A tendency to disregard directives from the Ministry of Local 
Government to curb expenditure and wasteful financial policies are among 
the chief causes behind the current financial crisis facing the Nairobi 
City Council. 
A scrutiny of the council's budgets for the last two years shows that the 
Council has ignored the Ministry's directives to limit what is termed "con- 


trollable expenditure." 


in the 1978 budget, for instance, the Ministry directed the Council to stick 
to figures adjusted by the Ministry in respect of 35 items. 
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The adjustment figures amounted to 6729,650 compared to the Council's origi- 
nal figures of 4/766,660. 


This would have saved the council a sum of 637,010. 





The council instead chose to ignore the adjusted figures and instead spent 
a total of £804,979 on the 35 items--some 675,329 above the Ministry's 
recommended figures. 


A great deal of the waste in expenditure has occurred in the area of tenders 
and contracts for goods, services and capital development projects. An 
appraisal of the situation indicates that the Council's methods of processing 
tenderers and contractors are very poor and leave a lot to be desired. 


In the first place, tenders and contracts are awarded after a considerable 
delay, and this has caused the Council to suffer a great deal of loss, both 
financially and materially in terms of inflation. 


In the second instance, it appears that the Council tends to be singularly 
inept in its standards of assessing the financial soundness and competence 
of tenderers and contractors. 


Many recipients of council tenders and contracts have failed, according to 
council minutes, to live up to their contractual obligations. 


In many instances, recipients of contracts and tenders abandoned their 
commitments, sometimes even before undertaking them, and sometimes before 
completing them. 


The result is that the council has had to re-advertise, sometimes as many 
as three or four times, the same tenders and contracts--often at higher 
prices than those envisaged in the original contracts and tenders. 


The inefficiency of the Council's tender system alone has caused the council 
to suffer huge losses running into millions of shillings. Inefficiency in 
the administrative machinery has also generated substantial losses that have 
made their contribution to the current financial crisis. 


In April and May, 1978, several departments of the council engaged in piece- 
meal job regarding exercises which would haye swelled the council's payroll 
bill even more. 


The move by the Departments of Health, Education and Housing and Social 
Services was strenuously resisted by the City Treasurer, but he was over- 
ruled by both the Staff and Finance Committees. 
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The City Treasurer was quoted as saying that "piecemeal recommendations on 
these issues would result in industrial unrest and grave financial problems 
which would almost certainly end in the total collapse of the organization." 


At a later stage, the Committees concerned and other chief officers seemed 

to head his advice and decided to call in a firm of management consultants, 
Inbucon International Ltd., to carry out a job regarding exercise whose costs 
of 868,000 was to be shared by the council and the then Mombasa Municipal 
Council. 


The Inbucon report, which cost the council a cool 448,000, was never implemen- 
ted. 


Standing committees are supposed to operate the council's check-and-balance 
system, keeping a close watch on the performance of the council officers. 


But this particular incident illustrates the failure of the committees to 
live up to their role. And there are many other similar examples which can- 
not be repeated here for lack of space. 


However, a recent trend on the part of the senior officers of the council to 
equate their status and terms of service and responsibilities with the high- 
echelon levels in the Civil Service underscores the need for the standing 
committees to be more vigilant than ever before in their role as watchdogs of 
the council. 


The recent acquisition of expensive and flashy cars by the chief officers 
which started with Town Clerk Simon Getonga's purchase of a shiny Mercedez 
Benz reflects the line of thinking which now prevails among the upper levels 
of the council hierarchy. 


"When you compare me with the Permanent Secretary in an average Ministry-- 
whom would you say has got more responsibilities?" a chief officer asked 
me. 


"If you agree that I have more responsibilities, why can't I have a Volvo?" 


The argument that cheaper cars could do just as well for them and the mayor 
whom incidentally it is planned to provide with a £20,000 car, leaves the 
senior officers unimpressed. 


One senior officer reacting to a suggestion that the 620,000 could do a 

lot for the people of Kariobangi or Mathare exploded: "What do they under- 
stand about sophistication of cars? The Mayor needs a comfortable car 
with plenty of leg room." 
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Equally, the suggestion that the Town Clerk's Mercedez be turned over to 
the Mayor and the Volvos sold to help the council recover was laughed 
off. 


"What do you want me to do--ride in a bus?", asked a senior officer. Yet, 
that is precisely what one of the former presidents of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion used to do--take a bus ride each day to and from his office. 


Getonga might perhaps wish to accept a suggestion that he turns over his 
Mercedez to the Mayor to save the council 620,000. 


In the meantime, Getonga could take a leaf from President Jimmy Carter's 


book and jog each morning from his Ruaraka home to City Hall while efforts 
to find him a cheaper car are being made.

His appeal tor Government 
help was made to Mr. Martin 
Shikuku, the Assistant Minister 
for Livestock Development, who 
responded by «saying that past 
Government tinancial aid to 
KMC had been ‘“‘misap- 
oropriated” by KMC officials. 

Meat industry sources contac- 
ted by the SUNDAY NATION 
yesterday said that they were not 
at all surprised by news that 
KMC is in a financial mess. They 
disclosed that in 1977, the 
Ministry of Agriculture com. 
missioned an American team of 
experts to carry oul @ manage- 
ment study on the KMC and 
Kenya's meat industry . 

“The report of (ne experts, a 
source said. “was so cortical of the 
KMC's financial and marketing 
structure that most of its recom. 
mendations were ignored by the 
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KMC management and the 
Agriculture Ministry” 

Reviewing the accounts system 
in the KMC. the report said: 
“The accounting functions in 
Head Oilive are tangled and there 
are no adequate job descriptions 
to enable it to be seen who is 
responsible for what 

here appears to be overlapp 
ing of responsiblity between two 
senior posts, the Assistant Chief 
Accountant and the Senior 
Accountant.” : 
_ “The report continued: “There 
is duplication ef work between 
Head Office and Athi river. 
Examples of this are that some 
parallel records of stocks are 
updated at both plaves and some 
Product cost calculations are 
done independently and 
unnecessarily in both places.” 

The report added: “There is an 
utter lack of standardisation of 
accounting policies and methods 
throughout KMC, even to the 
extent that different codes are 
used for the same products in dif- 
ferent places. There is no 
accounting manual and there is 
not even an up-to-date list of 
account names’ 


Dependence 


According to the report the 
result of non standardisation 
and lack of written instructions 
“makes KMC dependent on very 
junior stall.” . 

The report remarked that the 
planning and projecting of the 
cash position, even two or three 
months ahead. was utterly inade- 
quate. 














"The whole balance of the Department was distorted, it said, and the study 
of the “sources and deployment of KMC's funds gets neglected." 


The report criticized overstaffing in all departments, which contributed 
further toward financial problems. 


While 500 permanent employees were actually needed to run the Athi River 
factory, there were in fact 967 such employees as of December 31, 1976. 

The study team found that during the year 1976 when KMC management had 
supposedly declared a recruitment freeze, there were in fact 141 new employees 


engaged. 


Referring to the Personnel 


Department, the report said:’ 


“There is not a sufficient 
understanding hin the top 
management of KMC ol the role 
that should be ployed by the Per. 
sonnel Manager and hia 
aasistants. 

“In an organisation as labour- 
intensive and as sophisticated as 
KMC the Personne! Depy tment 
must do more than deal with 
trade union and wellare matters, 
maintain personal records an 
statistics and handle personnel 
problems.”

The probe committee, which covered the entire area of student welfare, 
administrative structure, academic organization and staff welfare said break- 
down in communications within the university community was another major 
problem. 


"We have been given to understand that efforts at communication have been 
more of a monologue than a dialogue. For any effective communication to take 
place there should be a dialogue between the parties." 


It recommended that, in addition to using such media as Varsity Focus, efforts 
should be made to make use of discussion at all levels as part of the com- 
munication process and attempts be made at projecting the university's 

image positively.

And as many 
people are aware, that report reveals a number of 
disturbing issues concerning the unix ersity 
administration and particularly the catering 


departmen’ which of late has been the centre of 
controvers, . 
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+ According to the report, that department has 
been involved in a scandal which included the 
abuse of university funds, lack ot discipline, 
nepotisin and general mismanagement 

- ‘The committee had a very difficult job to 
perform. Their duty was to unearth any possible 
areas of conflict which might directly, or indirectly. 
be used in fanning student unrest. Composed 
mainly by professors and academics who unders- 
tand the problems of Kenya's highest institution of 
learning, the committee admits that unrest at the 
university has become a matter of grave concern to 
wananchi, the Government and even the university 
itself. The present crisis is not the first one to cause 
such concern, It is the fourth which has led to the 
closure of the campus. Yet there have been more 
than 20 other disturbances and demonstrations of a 
lesser nature since the University of Nairobi and its 
predecessors came into being. 

The committee reports that there have been 
many causes for the disturbances varving from food 
and accommodation to political demonstrations 
for or against certain politicians. 

aybe one of the most important recommen- 
dations made by the committee is to correct the 
impression which existed in the past that the 
University Senate is supposed to confine itself to 
academic matters only. As a matter of fact the 
committee goes further to remind the Senate that 
the law clearly says one of its roles is “to initiate 
proposals relating to the conduct of the university 


generally, and to discuss any matter relating to the 
university and to make representation to Council 
thereon’. Bearing that in mind, the committee 

> tells the Senate that it is convinced “that the prob- 
lems of student disturbances are not isolated, but 
rather, are interwoven with other factors affecting 
the entire fabric of the university”. 


This is a serious challenge to those who head the 
university's administration. They have to take the 
present report very seriously and make every effort to 
correct mistakes which led to riots by students. 

The present crisis, for example, was triggered off by 
complaints against poor food and ‘dirty and outmoded 
cups and plates’. Though the administration has always 

“claimed that students were given ‘good food"’, the com- 
mittee visited the Central Catering Unit (CC) and dis- 
covered that ‘despite efforts to clean up ihe p! ice follow. 
ing the closure. one could still tind utensils, tables, etc. 
greasy and dirty’. The committee also found out that the 
majority of people emploved at the unit were illiterate 
“and their sense of cleanliness ‘needed’ ciose supervision 
if they are to meet the standards of cleanliness required". 
More than that the committee failed to see why people 
handling food in a big establishment were not as a 
matter of policy, subjected to regular medical examina- 

‘ tion. The committee was obviously not impressed by 
what they saw at the Central Catering Unit where almost 
every worker came from the same location! 

No wonder, therefore, the coinmittee recommended 
that an immediate investigation be instituted to deter- 
mine whether all the people employed at the CCU were 

« needed and had (ie reauired aualifications. ‘ 
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~~" ‘The committee discovered many maipractices atthe *° 
* CCU whone general manager, they were told, “ia rarely 
nober when on duty". It also discovered there was a lot of 
- overepending and fraud. Whereas members of the com- 
mittee were informed at the Senate that the cost of 
. feeding students was at the rate of 35/-, for example, 
they discovered the actual cost to be 16/62 per student. Is 
somebody not misappropriating public wi 
The university administration will be failing in its 
duties if it does not suspend immediately the catering 
manager while the police are invited to conduct further 
investigations. Wananchi were extremely annoyed by the 
atudents’ behaviour before it was closed. As tax-pavers 
they had every reason to be annoyed. But now they are 
hound to be even more annoyed to know that their mone 
is used to buy alcoholic drinks worth about 400,000/- 
even when there is so much noise made about shortage 
of money at the university The committee's report 
clearly shows that there is something seriously wrong at 
the Senne ot Nairobi and the sooner the police are 
invited to probe the issue the happier wananchi will be.

ESSO TELLS KENOL TO SIGN SIX MONTH PACT OR FORGO SUPPLIES 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 1 Apr 80 p 5 


[Text] Esso yesterday told Kenol to hurry up and sign the six-month agree- 
ment they are demanding from them or else do without supplies. 


The oil company has taken this line because, they maintain, Keno] has 
always intended to purchase its own crude without using Esso as a go-between. 


"Independently, Kenol has signed a processing agreement with East African 
Oil Refineries, which confirms this position," Mr J W Schneeberger, Kenya 
Esso oil company's managing director, said yesterday. 


He said Esso could not continue indefinitely to supply petroleum products 
to Kenol without a signed agreement to ensure that both parties honored 
their respective obligations. 


"Esso would sincerely regret it if Kenol did not take the opportunity to 
secure by contract its supplies of petroleum products as offered by Esso," 
Mr Schneeberger added. 


In a 10-point statement, the managing director said Esso and Kenol had 
been negotiating for some time over supplies but had been unable to agree 
on terms. Therefore no agreement had yet been signed. 


"On October 1, 1979, Esso commenced supplies to Kenol on a provisional 
basis, pending signing of a supply agreement," he said. 


Esso had suggested and Kenol had agreed to a deadline of March 31, 1980 

for completion of negotiations, Mr Schneeberger pointed out. His company 
had provided Kenol with a final draft agreement on March 25, and had invited 
Kenol for a signature meeting due yesterday. 


The final draft, he said, covered supply to Kenol for three years, with 
eithe: party having the right to cancel the agreement on six months' notice. 
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Kenol had not purchased a 50 days' supply of petroleum products from Esso 
as had been reported in the Press, he pointed out. 


He said Kenol normally bought petroleum products on a programmed monthly 
basis, and full payment for the monthly volumes was due on the 15th of 
the month. 


He added: "Esso currently obtains its crude from Saudi Arabia at official 
Government prices from which Kenol fully benefits and which minimizes the 
foreign exchange cost to the Kenya Government. 


Kenol chairman R. S. Alexander said a letter of intent, signed between 
Kenol and Esso in December 1978, was an agreement and that the two parties 
had been doing business accordingly. 


He said an agreement should be respected--even if it was verbal. Failure 


to honor such agreements in the business world was "commercial immorality," 
he added. 


Mr Alexander said his firm would not sign the six-month agreement because 
it had already signed the letter of intent under which was to supply it 
with oil for five years.

ELECTRIC POWER PRODUCTION FROM 'LOW-HEAD' UNITS PLANNED 
Nairobi SUNDAY NATION in English 30 Mar 80 p 27

[Text] A one hundred million shilling plan is the pipeline to produce 
electricity from 20 "low-head" power generating units in Kenya over the next 
five years. 


"Low-head" power generating units work on rivulets and streams, presently 
untapped for hydro-power or irrigation potential. 


These schemes generating from 25 Kw. to 1,000 Kw. have numerous advantages 
such as low investment, short gestation period, low transmission and dis- 
tribution costs, modest water resource needs, negligible environmental 
damage, minimal service needs, low running costs, compact unit size and 
ideal for rural development, housing and small scale industries. 

"Kenya has big schemes on the Tana River and Turkwell Project," said one 
expert in this area. "But what happens when these catchment areas do not 
get any rain? Where shall we get the electricity from then?" 


A unit within the Ministry of Power and Communications has been created to 
define policy, set up, administration, select sites, purchase equipment, 
organize its commissioning and efficient operation. 


This unit has been entrusted vith the full responsibility of implementing 
the rural electrification programme, mainly based on “low-head" power 
generation. 


These mini hydro electric generation units, once given up and forgotten 

as wasteful and too small to be bothered with, are most likely to prove as 
a great boon to some of the developing countries like Kenya in this current 
economic crisis. 
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It is estimated that the rivers flowing into Lake Victoria alone have an 
economically exploitable power generation potential of 250-300 Mw. 


The present pattern of Kenya's energy consumption is mainly dependent on 
imported petroleum based sources and exceeds 85 percent of the total energy 
consumption. The import bill for these petroleum and petroleum products 
exceeds one-third of the national import bill. 


Due to almost total absence of petroleum and coal or other indigenous 
sources, the main emphasis for local energy production is based on using 
hydro, geo-thermal and wood chareoal from the forests. 


Regarding hydro electricity, Tana River generates almost 500 Mw. Except 
for four micro-power generation stations installed by large coffee and tea 
estates, the power generating potential of the rest of Kenya's rivers and 
streams remains unexploited. 


The "low-head" power units will mainly serve the rural areas and extend the 
national grid to the needy locations. Considering that at present hardly 15 
percent of the country is served from the grid, alternative means of 
accelerating the programme were sought. ''Low-head" units were the answer. 


Despite the great potential for "low-head" power generation from innumerable 
rivulets and streams in Rift Valley and the Western Province the scheme has 
not taken off the ground up to now. These are due to planning problems. 


Consumers are widely scattered with very little energy requirements, mainly 
for domestic purposes. The high cost of minimal load on long transmission 
lines required from the national grid could not justify the need for it 
despite the social benefits. Thus it was imperative to create additional 
power demand by generating some industrial activity in the rural areas or 
near potential "low-head" generation units. 


The recent fuel price hikes have compelled non-oil countries, such as Kenya, 
to take a long hard look at "low-head" power generation. 


Thus this system of power generation will serve to bring domestic light 
to Kenya's villages and also help to establish small scale and medium scale 


rural industries both of which are the Government priorities in the new 
Development Plan for this decade.

SUGGESTIONS MADE TO IMPROVE PAN AMERICAN AIRWAYS SERVICES 
Monrovia THE LIBERIAN AGE in English 21 Mar 80 pp 7, 8 


[Text] Pan American Airways, the oldest international airliner operating in 
Liberia, has been a target of many complaints from the public pouring into 
the Ministry of Commerce, Industry and Transportation because of its poor 
services over the years, coupled with several delays of its flight due to 
mechanical break-downs, a situation which has led the public to develop a 
sense of insecurity on these aircraft. 


Frequent travellers on Pan Am flight are wondering as to what the Ministry of 
Commerce, Industry and Transportation is doing to check on this giant 
American airline as the situation has reached a stage where nothing could be 
taken for granted; thus hard decisions need to be taken to eschew any future 
tragedy. 


Not that the Ministry has been sitting idly without taking appropriate steps 
to remedy the situation, but Pan Am executives in Monrovia, for their own 
interest and protection, continue to deny these allegation, saying that 
while no one is perfect, their services and conditions of their aircraft 

are rated high among other airlines flying the West African routes, most 
especially since they began using their Boeing 747 jet along this route 
nearly a year ago. 


Sensing that the Ministry was still not quite satisfied with their operations, 
Pan Am quickly extended an invitation to the Ministry to send a fact-finding 
team to the sites of their operations in New York. 


The fact-finding team comprised of Civil Aviation Director, Mr William M 
Witherspoon; Information Services Director at the Ministry, Mr A Nestor 
Woods; and Mr J Blamo Robinson of the Liberian Age representing the private 
sector. They were accompanied by Pan Am's Manager for Marketing, Mr S B 
Cole, Jr. 


On their second day in New York, the delegation met with top executive of 
Pan Am, ranging from Senior Vice Presidents to System Director of Operations 
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Control Center and the System Director for Atlantic Marketing where they 
briefly outlined their respective functions and responsibilities as they 
relate to the operation, maintenance and control of Pan Am activities the 
world over. 


During the discussion, the Liberian delegation headed by Director Witherspoon, 
raised several issues concerning the quality of services which in the past 

Pan Am has extended on the West African route, specifically Liberia. Some 

of the issues raised dealt mainly with the continuous delays of flights 

in and out of Roberts International Airport due to mechanical break-downs 

of aircraft flying this route and poor cabin services. 


Public View 


The delegation presented the view of the Liberian public that most of Pan 

Am planes flying the West African route are sub-standard unlike those on the 
United States/European routes where it is assumed that there is a higher 
degree of efficiency and performance of Pan Am operation. Because of this, 
the delegation stressed that the public has developed a sense of insecurity 
flying on these aircraft. 


Not surprising to the delegation, Pan Am executives gave opposing view to 
the issues raised by showing records which claimed that their aircraft which 
operate into Robertsfield are the same planes operating in other United 
States/European routes. 


They produced statistics which showed that there were also many delays by 
Pan Am on other United States/European stations; however, it was observed 
that with many Pan Am flights operating on these routes, passengers are 
easily swooped from one plane to the other without a protracted delay, 
unlike the African route where Pan Am has only one aircraft at a time in 
operation. The delay along this route was easily noticed from the statis- 
tics produced. 


The delegation further observed that the aircraft destined for Roberts 
International Airport via J.F.K. International Airport which originate from 
other points are the same aircraft that fly into Robertsfield. Because of 
the delay in arrival at J.F.K., it is presumed that the plane does not 
undergo proper routine check only to be on schedule. Therefore, snags dis- 
covered during the half-hazard routine checks are overlooked because seem- 
ingly to them they are not severe. As a result, the aircraft is allowed to 
continue its next flight. 


If at all snags develop into major problem, Pan Am assumes that with the 
facilities at Robertsfield, the complaint can be easily handled. 


These snags which eventually develop are the results of the many delays. 
Thus it was the delegation's expressed feeling that every bit of caution 
should be taken to remedy the situation at the aircraft's original point of 
departure. 
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Proper Inspection 


At this juncture, Pan Am executives indicated that at no time has any of 
their flights departed to J.F.K. without going through proper routine 
inspections and that regular maintenance services of their aircraft are 
carried out when the plane has accumulated flying hours ranging from 200 
and 900 hours respectively. 


In view of public sentiments expressed regarding the unsatisfactory cabin 
services offered, the delegation mandsted that attention be given to improving 
such services and that the introduction of an information questionaire be 

made on every flight so that Pan Am may get a feed-back from passengers as 

to the type of services offered. 


Concluding this visit members of the Liberian delegation were taken on a 
complete and extensive tour of all Pan Am operations, ground maintenance, 
and other facilities at the J.F.K. International Airport. 


Meanwhile Pan Am has embarked on a five-year modernization and Development 
Programme designed to improve the productivity and to further enhance the 
flight service of their 747 operation. This programme which commenced since 
last year, is estimated to cost $163 million. 


In conclusion, the delegation believed that the half-hazard routine checks 
instituted on aircraft prior to their departure to Robertsfield are carried 
out because of delays affected at other points by Pan Am. Notwithstanding, 
the delegation strongly recommended that through and efficient routine 
checks be conducted irrespective of the time factor, and that Pan Am should 
be directed to inform passengers of mechanical delays instead of having the 
passengers to remain on board in abeyance. 


It was further recommended that the idea of distributing information 
questionaires on all flights in order for passengers to make assessment 
of the quality of services offered should be instituted by Pan Am.

GOALS OF MACHEL'S ORGANIZATIONAL, POLITICAL OFFENSIVE

[Excerpts] The origin of most of the cases detected and dealt with by 
the organizational and political offensive conducted since the! beginning 
of January of this year can be found in the period between 1975-1977, when 
a certain type of alliances could still be established. Obviously, a dif- 
ferent kind of engagement is prevalent today; however, it is no longer 
possible to seal with impunity those agreements representative of a shame- 
less opportunism, so difficult to combat and radically defeat. 


On the ome hand, the alliances celebrated at that time between the remain- 
ders of the colonial bourgeoisie and the representatives of the domestic 
bourgeoisie, fostered and adopted by the former; on the other, the alliances 
of the domestic bourgeoisie, which became the standard-bearer of opportunism, 
passing it on to a group emerging from the very independence of the country; 
and, finally, the alliance between the most politically and ideologically 
weak cadres with all the former groups would inevitably result in the abrupt 
take-over of certain strategic sectors of our economy, as well as the 
physical and ideological infiltration by the enemy of the state apparatus 
and of various party structures. 


The immediate consequence of this infiltration and these agreements between 
those who had--either consciously or unconsciously--confused independence 
with anarchy and liberty with liberalism, was an unbridled assault on the 
central power and on key positions of the new Mozambican reality after the 
25th of June 1975. Needless to say, this assault was based on a comprehen- 
sive strategy of the internal and foreign reactionary forces, whose 
ultimate objectives--let us not forget it--were the destabilization of our 
nation and the creation of a climate favorable to a coup d'etat. 


In an attempt to create a physical gap between the Party and the people 
through disorder, uneasiness, sabotage and repression, the domestic 
bourgeoisie, armed with its well-defined reactionary principles, aimed at 
using among us those tactics which had already been applied by groups 
opposed to the people and by elites in other Third-World countries: 
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namely, through the poisoning of people's minds, through sabotage, through 
the systematic lack of basic necessities, to succeed in attributing to 
the people's government the responsibility for all these situations. 


In our country, through a concentration of efforts and energy, enemy action 
seemed to be reduced mainly to the denunciation of those who--through 
ignorance or uncouthness-- openly practiced corruption, appropriating the 
departed colonists' belongings (they might even have chased them out them- 
selves) in the name of FRELIMO. 


Others, more dangerous, acted with more circumspection, meanwhile consolidat- 
ing their positions, occupying the best posts vacated by managers, directors, 
and small or big businessmen of the colonialist elite. 


Meanwhile, signs of the domestic enemy's objectives were visible every- 
where by 1977, in factories and government offices, in the systematic dis- 
tortion of party and government orientations, in the indifference 
displayed by large numbers of people, in thefts and misappropriation of 
funds--considered as "normal," all these said to be the result of "our 
own deficiencies.'"' It should be noted that at the time, we were facing 
an enemy with a name, a face and a well-defined political quality: it was 
Ian Smith, it was Muzorewa, the Rhodesian army, the illegal and racist 
regime in Salisbury, it was the groups of renegade Mozambicans they sup- 
ported. Thus, the people's action, comprised of denunciations and daily 
struggles, was concentrated permanently on this external enemy. 


In the meantime, his domestic ally, the potential agent of a coup d'etat 
mentality, continued to fasten himself, limpet-like, to the successes 
achieved during the first days of independence thanks to infiltration 
methods or cronyism: examples of such situations were abundantly unearthed 
during the initial phase of the organizational and political offensive. 


Finally, once the ideal conditions were established to start looking 
inwardly, the directorate of the party, through its representative, 
President Samora Machel, unleashed the struggle aimed, from the very 
beginning, at its permanent character; the sole way, actually, to dis- 
cipline all of the nation's sectors. 


In just a few days, we witnessed the unmasking of the "rats,"' a defini- 
tion enthusiastically adopted by the people for those who displayed in- 
competence, indifference, inefficiency, laziness, cronyism, corruption. 


Gradually, however, the people's enthusiasm underwent a qualitative 
transformation and was replaced by the kind of lucid enthusiasm which 
restrains emotion and fosters equanimity, changing into a concentrated 
force, a careful analysis, into a deep desire to comprehend the deeper 
motives of the present fight. 


During the period when talk about these irregular situations abated, the 
people who had paid the most attention to the ongoing process had the 
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opportunity to reflect at length on the goals of the offensive. Once 
emotions and euphoria were restrained, it was not difficult to come to the 
conclusion that the present struggle is basically aimed at reorganizing 
our society, fighting against apathy and indiscipline, and preventing 
incompetence, inefficiency and cronyism. 


This is in itself a gigantic struggle deserving absolute priority. It 
cannot brook evasiveness, hesitations, delays. Vital sectors are 
threatened by inefficiency, incompetence and inoperativeness. 


There can be no doubt that this process will deeply affect all those 
persons, camouflaged so far through a thousand and one schemes, who caused 

a drop in production, disorganized the flow of supplies, promoted indis- 
cipline, authorized--and participated in--the theft of property belonging 

to the government and the people, fostered cronyism, lived through alliances 
with corruption and bathed themselves in privilege and opportunism. 


This struggle, however, will also provide a revolutionary option to many 

to continue waging the fight for progress and welfare after having analyzed 
the limitations, having honestly reviewed inefficiencies and vigorously 
examined errors and failures in analysis. The fight will be for the 
establishment of concrete and genuine foundations for the edification of 

a new society. 


Accordingly, this offensive will turn into a vast educative process for 
the people; its initial phase will be an historic lesson with great impact. 


As it progresses, continually neutralizing the least sign of routine, it 


will conclusively determined the certainty of victory and the conquest of 
welfare for the majority.

ANALYSIS OF STATE ECONOMIC GOALS PRESENTED

[Excerpts] It is extremely difficult to predict the outcome of an event 

as important as a party congress, because anything is possible. Predictions 
are subject to error, or may be facile speculation, but we would say that 
the Fourth FRELIMO Congress will confirm that the economic directives of 

the Third Congress have been generally well-executed, and will naturally 
analyze the mistakes that have been made and offer a historical explana- 
tion for these mistakes, 


Some of the shortcomings have already been detected during President Samora 
Machel's tours in Maputo. They will be controlled by a more correct imple- 
mentation of the economic policy of the state, so well explained during the 
Third Congress. 


For purposes of this analysis, let us take as a point of departure three 
companies that were visited, as representative of a given situation that 
is repeated throughout the country. 


Thus, we will look at PROLAR, a firm that manufactures brooms and brushes, 
COGROPA, the state wholesale marketing enterprise and, by extension, the 
state retail trade enterprises, i.e., the People's Stores, 


PROLAR is a small company, whose production is virtually manual. To 
operate it, the former management resorted to the indiscriminate cutting 
of valuable timber to make broom handles and brush backs, an economic 
"expedient" that gave rise to protest even in colonial times. 


Today, PROLAR has no owner. In 1976 it was given an administrative 
commission, and the state became involved in its operation, despite its 
limited means of production, which, as we said earlier, is virtually 
manual, At this point, the question arises: What is the state doing 
in a cottage industry? 
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The Economic Directives of the Third Congress provide a historical explana- 
tion for this state involvement in hundreds of small companies that diffuse 
the impact of the state's economic power throughout the country. We 

quote: 


"The nationalization of cba: joned companies, or those being sabotaged, is 
essential...as a means of preventing the deterioration of the economic 
and financial situation, resulting in unemployment and sharper declines 
in production, 


"It is noted, however, that it is the small and medium companies that are 
coming under the control of the government or the state bank, given their 
greater economic fragility. The large companies, with invested capital, 
are holding up, maintaining hopeful prospects in the face of the new 
political power, 


"Regarding the companies managed by admin: rative commissions, despite 

the increasing participation of the workers in the discussion and resolu- 
tion of their problems, there are also serious limitations, inherited 

from the colonialist-capitalist system, with no significant change in work 
methods or administration, Rampant disorganization, the tight financial 
situation, the exodus of foreign technicians, the infiltration of the ad- 
ministrative commissions by individuals with a colonialist capitalist 
mentality, and the inability fo the state apparatus to define, organize and 
direct tasks, are preventing the immediate recovery and reorganization of 
these companies and the economy as a whole," 


With the exception of the portion of the text referring to the infiltra- 
tions, which have not been mentioned, at least, in the specific case of 
PROLAR, all the rest is applicable to PROLAR and to hundreds of other 
companies in our country, 


They are companies that are frequently idle for lack of raw materials, 
frequently idle because, although the raw material is available, they 
lack the cash to go pick it up. They are creeping along in the same con- 
dition in which their owners left them, if they have not gone under, be- 
cause laxity, poor management, careless handling of equipment and other 
problems of a political and economic nature have made it impossible for 
them to grow, 


At a certain point, they became a burden for the state apparatus, which 
found itself spread out over countless diversified production fronts, to 
which it is incapable of responding. It cannot respond, because its in- 
volvement in any particular area of production was dictated by a crisis 
situation, the need to prevent the economic chaos that would result 

from a threatened shutdown ofproduction units employing thousands of 
workers, For this reason, the interventions were not determined on the 
basis of established priorities or an overall plan, 


Actually, it is a political and economic dilemma: If the state does not 
intervene, it will mean the chaos caused by the shutdown of the units and 
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unemployment; if it does intervene, it will dilute its economic impact 
and capacity to respond, 


The solution to this problem involves basic political options. At PROLAR, 
President Samore Machel urged the workers to rely on their own efforts, 
to keep the company operating well enough to pay their wages. 


Colonial Legacy 


In the last years of the colonial capitalist era, and within the policy of 
creating a facade of economic progress, which in turn created a political 
facade of social progress, countless industries were born, which even then 
were called gimcrack or "screwdriver" industries. Simply assembly lines 
for imported products, these wits sprouted like mushrooms, They were 
also the first to be abandoned by their owners, and soon were confronted 
with countless economic problems, resulting from the fact that they depended 
entirely on imported raw materials. After independence, none of them was 
reevaluated as to whether it was needed or not, whether it was merely a 
capitalist venture to make a fast profit, or if it was basic to the socio- 
economic whole, 


Today, a significant number of companies with administrative commissions 
are units of this type, frequently producing only enough to pay their 
workers, and sometimes not even that much, 


In the state's determination not to allow any firm to close its doors, 

in its willingness to back all of them, the government frequently involved 
itself in the administration of bankrupt companies, and even formed new 
enterprises from failed companies or ones with a doubtful economic future. 
Many of these firms were sound businesses (we are speaking here of medium 
sized companies) in 1974, and the state intervened after economic sabotage 
had reached an advanced or final stage. It is not the purpose of this 
essay to enumerate the long list of rip-offs by individuals linked to the 
management of these companies, but the result was that, in many firms, what 
the workers produced and are producing is being channeled to pay for the 
economic ruin deliberately provoked by the management. We are not talk- 
ing about hundreds of contos, but thousands of contos. In many firms, 

it has happened that the administrative commissions managed them badly, 
perhaps sabotaged them, and then requested state intervention after they 
got into difficulty. We know of one company, with good prospects for 
growth, a good crew of skilled workers and adequate equipment, whose 
management, began to push the idea of state intervention. Fortunately, in 
this case, it was denied. The company was directed to “achieve self- 
sufficiency, because it is possible," 


This is a more positive appruach than treating all firms paternalistically, 
as if the government were a father looking out for all his prodigal sons, 


At this point we again note President Machel's directive to PROLAR: 
"Produce your wage." 
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In fact, tt ie not the function, the mission, of the government to act 
as the agency for the administration of bankrupt companies, 


People's Stores 


Historically, as in the case of the industrial firms we discussed above, 

the People's Stores were born of the need to control the chaos in dis- 
tribution channels after April 1974, particularly after 7 September, Hence 
the government became involved in the grocery business, the butcher business 
and even the canteens. So the People's Stores were born, With time, the 
People's Store enterprise gained its own dynamic and today, in Maputo 
Province for example, it is even involved with boutiques, florist shops 

and supermarkets, In rural areas in every province, there are commercial 
units in the towns, communal villages and cooperatives, 


In the first phase, the People's Store enterprise was administered cen- 
trally, trom headquarters in Maputo, It was, inf at, a macrocephaiic 
monster, so top-heavy as to make practical or economically sound management 
impossible, 


To solve this, the People's Stores were decentralized, and each province 
was left with its own People's Store enterprise, But this only altered 
the organic structure, not the concept. The giant was divided into 10 
parts, distributed over the country; 10 equal parts, each mirroring the 
others’ inadequacies, all inherited from the original body. 


Whether administered nationally or provincially, the People's Stores 

have not served the purpose for which they were created; namely, to supply 
the people with essential products and to distribute their surplus pro- 
duction, In the liberated zones, they caused a setback in the supply 
situation, because they did not place merchandise in these zones, as 
directed by the party. Another directive, to turn the People's Stores 

into cooperatives wherever the people were organized well enough to justify 
it, was seldom carried out, On the contrary, the existence of a People's 
Store, even if its shelves are empty or stocked with goods that the people 
have no use for, destroys the initiative of the people; they focus all their 
attention on the store and do not consider the possibility (a party 
directive, incidentally) of forming a cooperative. Even if they form a 
cooperative, it will generaiiy come to an impasse, because it must rely 

on supplies from the district or provincial warehouses of the People's 
Stores. It is a vicious circle, 


COGROPA First Aid For People's Stores 


COGROPA was born of the need to relieve the People's Stores of the dual 
role of wholesaler and retailer, The People's Stores became simply 
retailers, but, here again, there was no internal incentive to debureau- 
cratize the work system. 
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The People's Store headquarters stopped worrying about where and how to 
obtain merchandise, This job went to COGROPA, Through a specialized 
department, the People's Store headquarters, national and provincial, Then 
they distribute the merchandise to all their units, None of those units 
hae the initiative to go beyond the limit and the type of merchandise 
offered by the People's Store central office (Provincial or District 
Warehouse), 


Another, more complicated vicious circle, it is an absorbing problem 
with which the government is occupied, even though it is not the function 
of the government to run a grocery business--"to pick up two bits on the 
sale of a brush," as President Machel said when he visited the "Djembula" 
supermarket in Maputo, 


What does the future hold for the People's Stores? A new, debureaucratized 
concept, better adapted to the realities of the country, is essential, 
Cooperatives are one of the more promising alternatives, the more so be- 
cause their growth will mean an improvement in the political organization 
of che people. Another solution is to dynamize the provisions of the Law 
of Private Enterprise, 


Month by month, COGROPA is becoming a giant that absorbs (and seeks to 
absorb even more to feed the vast maw of its warehouses) the production 
of the ractories, imported merchandise and so on, 


Everything goes to COGROPA and, once there, it is hard to get out. It is 
truly and obviously impossible to manage such an enterprise, given the 
inexperience, the bureaucracy, the perpetuation of the old work methods, 
the absorption of structures form the old colonial enterprises and all the 
other problems, 





While retial trade is not the mission of the government, we can say that, 
historically, in the building of socialism, the government's mission is 
to centralize the production of the factories and to see to its rational 
distribution, 


With some knowledge of the production of the factories, COGROPA could 

insure distribution of the goods without systematically channeling them 
through its warehouses! Standing, as it does, between the producer and 

the retail merchant, it is now creating bottlenecks for both of them, Like 
the People's Stores, COGROPA is a supercompany, with no prospect of function- 
ing properly in the near or foreseeable future, because the conditions have 
not been created, They were not realistically planned and, above all, 

they were not founded on a creative application of party directives.

CAPITALISM=-SOCTALISM ACCOMMODATION AFTER RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT

[Excerpts] The independence of scuthern Rhodesia, the last British colony 
in south Africa, and the proclamation of the Republic of Zimbabwe under the 
leadership of the ZANU-FP [Zimbabwe African National Union-FP] have immense 
Significane for us, for Africa and for the world, 


Aside from the immediate implications the independence of Zimbabwe has for 
Mozambique, we wish here to address ourselves to the implications it may 
have on a change in the relationship of forces in southern Africa. 


Initially exploited economically by the British South Africa Company, which 
did mining exploration in Rand, Rhodesia acted as a supplement to capital 
investment in South Africa for more than a century. 


With the unilateral declaration of independence in 1965, the position of 
the international community towards Rhodesia and the decision to implement 
sanctions against th: rebel colony caused Rhodesia to assume a different 
function in southern Africa. It became a fertile area for direct South 
African investment and a buffer state, in conjunction with the Portuguese 
colonies, between South Africa and independent Africa. It also became a 
supplier of raw materials to South Africa because of the embargo promoted 
by the international community. The two rebels were thus united. 


Today, with the domination of that vile political caste ended, a new phase 
begins in southern Africa. South Africa, now alone in its mission, will 
be forced to redefine its positions vis-a-vis itself, Africa and the world. 


The victory of the ZANU-FP in Rhodesia has particular meaning for us not just 
bece ise of the people's choice for independence but more importantly because 
of the people's choice to live under the ideological leadership of the 
ZANU-FP. On the worldwide scale, this once more confirms the inevitable 
advancement of the revolutionary forces. 


AS we come to the end of the century, we are witnessing a worldwide movement 
involving change.

MEMBERSHIP OF ELECTORAL COMMISSION ANNOUNCED

observance of the constitution of the electoral law during the local 
elections to be held in 1980. 


A resolution of the Permanent Commission of the AP, containing that decision 
refers to the Fifth Session of the Popular Assembly, which approved a 
resolution regarding local elections to be held this year, when all the 
Mozambican people will again elect their representatives to the people's 
assemblies at the district, city and local levels. 


The full text of the resolution of the Permanent Commission of the AP was 
distributed yesterday to the news media. It reads as follows: 


"The Fifth Session of the Popular Assembly has approved a resolution regarding 
local elections to be held in 1980, in which the Mozambican people, from 
Rovuma to Maputo, will again elect their representatives to the people's 
assemblies at district, municipal and local levels. 


"The electoral process is an occasion for intensive political work, to 
mobilize and organize the citizens to take part in the consolidation of 
popular government and in the struggle against underdevelopment. 


"To insure observance of the constitution and the electoral law during the 
electoral process, it is necessary to create election commissions at 
various levels. 


"To this end, and under the terms of Article 51 of the constitution and 
Article 18 of the electoral law, the Permanent Commission of the Popular 
Assembly determines: 


"The appointment of the National Election Commission, with the following 
membership: 


"Jose Oscar Monteiro, president; Rui Baltazar dos Santos Alves, secretary; 
Teodato Hunguana, reporter, and members, Rui Chundiza, Felisberto Massinga, 
Julie Almoco N'choia, Elias Mateus Muchina, Constantine Chiposse, Joao 
Marciano da Cruz, Carlos Baptista Mandlate, Antonio Machado, Lourenco Wasse 
Likuku and Rui Moniz Barreto."

ORGANIZATIONAL OFFENSIVE CONTINUED IN NATIONAL AIRLINE 
Airline Image Discussed

[Text] DETA [Mozambique Airlines Co) should mirror our image abroad. It 
is on our planes that foreigners of various countries have their first 
contact with Mozambique. Our crews have the weighty responsibility of 
representing us, of wearing a distinguished uniform with pride. 


Within the country, DETA is one of the most important means of transportation, 
linking each and every province. Our planes must be a vehicle for national 
unity and our internationalist solidarity. 


Mozambique Airlines, however, currently presents a picture cf poverty and 
disorganization to the outside. Our international flights do not offer 
much comfort to the passengers. The service is poor. A passenger cannot 
have a drink before dinner, or buy a pack of cigarettes or a souvenir for a 
friend, because these things do not exist on our planes. 


inside the country, people have flown to Nampula, for example, without any 
meal whatever, because the stewardesses have no time to provide this service. 


Yet we have highly trained personnel aboard our planes. Professionally, our 
pilots, our stewardesses, need not fear comparison. Without the means, 
however, they are not in a position to give the passengers the attention 
they deserve during the flight. 


This is the situation with DETA. Yet the Mozambique Airlines Co has allowed 
a large variety of products to rot and spoil in storage. Large quantities 
of cigarettes, trays, glasses, napkins, towels, blankets and many other 
items are locked up in warehouses, or are delivered only on orders from the 
management, under certain conditions. 


Further irregularities were found yesterday, during a visit by President 
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Samora Machel to the nation's airline company, leading the highest leader 
of the Mozambican revolution to declare: "What we have here is organized 
sabotage. We have to find out where it is being coordinated." 


As our readers must already be aware, last Saturday the president of the 
FRELIMO Party and the People's Republic of Mozambique visited DETA, and 
discovered several irregularities. For this reason, Gabriel Mabunda, the 
assistant director of the company, has been arrested. 


Actually, it appears that DETA has several other problems, and it is unlikely 
that this situation is an accident. The excuses offered to our chief of 
state were often unbelievable and unacceptable. For example, cigarettes 

are not sold on planes because the passengers donot like them. Beverages~-- 
and here we refer to whiskey, champagne, wine, etc.--are not sold on board 
because the passengers are not in the habit of using them--or so it was said. 


In view of this situation, it can be said that it is no accident that DETA 
has come to the state known to so many of us. As President Machel said 
yesterday morning, immediate action is needed. The diseased limbs must be 
amputated to save the rest of the body. 


DETA's future is in the hands of those who want to work and those who can 
identify the saboteurs. They have always struggled to make these facts 
known. Despite the intimidation that was a normal tactic in the company, 
the pilots, stewardesses and other workers have succeeded in bringing the 
facts to the attention of the leaders, a clear demonstration that no man- 
agement can survive without the support of the working masses, a demonstra- 
tion that the ultimate breach of obligation is to be afraid to speak out. 


Investigative Commission Appointed

[Excerpts] "DETA is the face we show to the world. For better or worse, it 
represents us. Whereas socialism is synonymous with organization, this 
airline company represents extreme disorganization," Samora Machel said 
yesterday morning. Pursuing the political and organizational offensive in 
the progress in our country, the president of the FRELIMO Party and the 
People's Republic of Mozambique was paying his second visit within 3 days 

to the installations of Mozambique Airlines at Mavalane Airport. 


President Machel appointed a high-level commission to take action in DETA, 
after serious irregularities were detected in the national airline company.

/Excerpts/ Preventative or curative medicines to prolong our 
lives are expensive and very scarce in state pharmacies, 
Considering the results which the lack of these products 
causes in people's affairs and work, we contacted a number of 
persous connected with the branch, trying to discover the 
reasons for_the situation. In a trip through the various 
"Farmacs" [State Pharmacies/ and private pharmacies,we found 
out, in practice, that the former are coping with serious 
problems which, moreover, are due to the crisis caused by the 
shortage created by the exodus of trained technical personnel 
in the period before and after independence. On the other 
hand, we also found out that the degrading racial and social 
discrimination which prevailed in the sale of drugs during 
colonial times has really been eliminated. But meanwhile 
there are other immediate causes, which can be eliminated, 
why state pharmacies have not yet managed to establish them- 
selves as a new type of store, in the framework of the health 
policy which we follow. We are already acquainted with these 
causes in other branches but, in this case, they become a 
major concern. Actually the shortage of drugs is a political 
problem because it affects people's survival. 


The private pharmacies are serving the public better and they 
have many more medicines for sale than the "Farmacs” and the 
hospital pharmacies. 


The doctor prescribes a certain medicine for a patient and he 
starts by going to the hospital pharmacy where they tell him 
they do not have the desired product or its substitute. 


The patient goes to a Baixa, he visits the "Farmacs" in the 
area and inside the city without results and he ends up find- 
ing the medicine he needs in a half forgotten private pharmacy 
far from the city center. 
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They are Pronounced "Farmacs" 


You enter the "Farmacs" and the shelves are almost empty and 
they do not have for sale the simplest products, such as 
tincture of iodine and a remedy for otitis (ear ache). 


On the other hand, the private pharmacies have an extensive 
and varied stock, 


"Farmac 26" on Karl Marx Avenue opposite the Central Market 
has its shelves practically empty. It is an area of slow 
death. 


Afterwards let us hurry over to the new "Farmac" (former 
Mendes Pharmacy). It is a vast wasteland where they tell us 
that they do not have alcohol, or adhesive tape, or dressing 
or ear remedies and many other things which it would be tedi- 
ous to enumerate. 


But the Private Pharmacies Have It 
We were also in private stores. 


These stores have their shelves full and many customers to 
wait on. 


Jose Rodrigues of the Jardim Pharmacy said: 


"I have a little bit of everything in my pharmacy, because 

I am isolated, but serve a large area, and I don't rest until 
MEDIMOC EE suppli:s me with the articles 

I need. What happens in the "Farmacs" is that the majority of 
the workers do not have the necessary technical and profes- 
Sional qualifications to know that if a certain product is 

not available, it can be replaced by another similar one which 
MEDIMOC EE has. In addition to their lack of qualifications, 
there is the obvious lack of interest among many of the 
"Farmac" personnel, who do not try to keep their stores in 
condition to serve the public. They confine themselves to 
being public employees in the worst sense of the word: that 
is, they go to work--when they go--and they get their pay at 
the end of the month, 


Nothing was lacking at the Malhangalene Pharmacy and Doctor 
Almerinda Pedro its chief pharmacist, is producing many of 
the drugs which are not On the market; 
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"I have been here 35 years and I have obligations to these 
people." 


The FARMAC EE /expansion unknown/ Administration Iixplains 


At the FARMAC EE administration they told us that one of its 
priority assignments now is to regulate the medicines which 
are sold to protect public health. 


At the moment "Farmacs” only exist in the provincial capitals 
and in Angoche. 


The administration confirmed what we had already ascertained 
for ourselves, 


Actually, the pharmacy clerks do not have the pharmaceutical 
training to request other products different from those indi- 
cated in a prescription, because they are not acquainted with 
substitutes. On the other hand, if our "Farmacs" have many 
empty spaces on their shelves, it was at our suggestion. We 
know the poor qualifications of many workers and consequently 
want to prevent substitutions of medicines for sale. By keep- 
ing products well separated, we protect ourselves against 
possible switches. On the other hand, some "Farmacs" have 
fewer products than they could have on sale because the per- 
sonnel do not know how to replenish their stock to meet the 
needs of the areas and the number of people they serve. 


Lack of Sensitivity 


Analyzing these problems inherent in the sale of medicines 
and pharmaceutical products to the public, we come to the con- 
clusion that a great lack of political sensitivity exists 
especially in the branch. 


In Mozambique, with the important steps which have been taken 
towards “health for everyone," the pharmacies are basically 
political establishments, and they must be considered as such, 
before classifying them as commercial enterprises which serve 
the public. 


In this respect, the private pharmacies which coexist with the 
"Farmacs"--and which are absolutely necessary in view of the 
shortage of stores and competent personnel to manage them-- 
must act as a challenge to the state pharmacy. The state 
pharmacy of our people's state, must stand out because the 
interest it shows in the person, the man, above all, not be- 
cause "it feels sorry for these people," but because of 
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implied conviction. And this must be expressed both in the 
type of attitude towards the customers, as well as in the 
variety and amount of products, and especially in a suitable 
price policy. 


Very Expensive Medicines 


We confirmed also in the present report that most of the 
medicines are very expensive and out of the reach of the work- 
ers' pocketbooks, In the hospital pharmacies a medicine price 
policy is correctly practiced which varies in accordance with 
the patients' wages. However the "Farmacs" do not observe 
this policy. 


Thus regarding this important factor of price, the customer 
makes no distinction between private and state pharmacies, 
However, the former with better personnel and impelled by the 
motives which seeking a profit give to any capitalist business, 
manage to get supplies better and faster than the state phar- 
macies, causing the latter to become even more discredited, 


As a matter of fact, if there actually are obvious reasons why 
the sale of medicines should be under tight state control, it 
is because, in socialist ideology, a medicine should not be 
reduced to the category of a consumer article, like those sold 
in "boutiques" and other shops. 





But the "bureaucratic mentality” which we find in the "Farmacs" 
is as always narrow and has a closed mind. Many of the work- 
ers in the "Farmacs" operate on the idea that whether they 
sell or don't sell, whether they have medicines on the shelves 
or not, they will definitely receive their pay at the end of 
the month, This contrasts with the chief pharmacists and 
owners of private pharmacies, who have to try to get the medi- 
cines and sell them, to avoid going bankrupt. 


Passing the Buck 


On the other hand, we can also verify this in the present re- 

port, each subsection connected with the pharmacies tries to 

pass responsibilities for problems onto the other. The 

Farmacs" sa that does not have file 

it and MEDIMOC says that it has and that the "Farmacs" do not 

know how to order and so on, But the solution of the rroblem 

will not be found in this shifting of the blame from one to 

the other. ) 
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When the patient goes to the pharmacy he places the blame 
directly on the state without concerning himself about the 
fine points of the matter. 


Thus summing things up, we lapse again into bureaucracy, 
negligence, lack of initiative and lack of technical qualifi- 
cations of workers in the pharmaceutical sector. And we find 
especially a lack of political sensitivity to the true sig- 
nificance of medicine and its relationship to the individual. 


Though there is a need to begin to reorganize the personnel 
of the "Farmacs" and provide technical courses for training 
and retraining, the most important thing will actually be to 
place politics in control of the branch. This will mean to 
inculcate in persons an active social awareness of the impor- 
tance of their work and a knowledge of how to connect and 
solve the pressures of its complications, in short to replace 
the capitalitalist pharmacy-shop in fact and not only in name 
with the people's pharmacy. 


Last Minute 


According to a telephone call made by our reporter to the 
Pharmaceutical Department of the Ministry of Health, medicines 
have been arriving at the port of Maputo since the end of 
December 1979. It should be pointed out that orders amounting 
to 119,000 contos arrived between 1 January and 26 February 
1980, shipments connected with orders which should have been 
filled beginning in August 1979. 


The same source explained that the delays in receiving medi- 
cines are due to the lack of foreign exchange, something for 
which the National Health Ministry is not responsible. The 
bulk of the material is already in Maputo. Meanwhile, it is 
hoped that the rest will still arrive this month, with it 
being distributed as it is received. 


Our reporter also learned, on the other hand, that, in addi- 
tion to medicines, articles of current use for health depart- 
ments were also received, which will definitely lessen the 
problem of shortage of equipment which Mozambique's health 
organizations are coping with.

MILITARY KEGISTRATION--The 1980 Census for Compulsory Military 
Service which began in the morning of last 2 March and which 
will continue until 2 May, when it ends, is proceeding nor- 
mally at the various offices in Maputo Province. According 

to information obtained from various census offices and con- 
firmed at the Provincial Recruiting Center, census registra- 
tion was made up mainly of persons who are becoming 17 years 
old in 1980, that is students and unemployed, since the ma— 
jority of workers included have registered or are going to 
register in their places of work. A large number of Mozam- 
bican miners of various ages who work occasionally in South 
Africa and who are now in Mozambique, have also flocked to the 
census offices. Many of these workers, because of the tem- 
porary nature of their work, found the census registration 
period already over when they returned to Mozambique. Conse- 
quently they can and will be included in the census at any 
time to facilitate their fulfillment of this patriotic duty. 
Miceles Miambo, assistant chief of the Provincial Recruiting 
Center told us: "We still do not have data to corroborate 
whether census registration will be more or less than in 
previous years. We are on the lookout." Nevertheless, the 
military men assigned to census work pointed out as a diffi- 
culty some lack oi support of certain neighborhood organiza- 
tions in the registration of persons, which hampers plans

GLASSWARE COMPANY PARALYZED--Contrary to what was expected last December, 
the plate fabricating line of the Companhia Vidreira de Mocambique is still 
not operating because of a breakdown in the compressors that supply compressed 
air to the entire assembly line in the plant. The trouble, which grew 

worse early this year, also affected one of the two bottle manufacturing 
lines, which risks compromising compliance with the production goals set for 
the company in the present year. Although this situation had been predicted 
in mid-1979, attempts to acquire the spare parts for regular maintenance of 
the compressors and the manufacturing lines themselves were not successful 
because of the shortage of foreign exchange affecting our country. The 
present shortage of material for maintenance of the machinery in the glass- 
ware company of Mozambique is closely tied to errors made in the company ir 
1974 and 1975. Because of the doubt the owners of some companies in the 
country had at that time about continuing their investments, regular imports 
and repairs scheduled for 1974/1975 were not made, leading to continuing 
wear-and-tear on machinery parts and a growth in the number of imports in 
subsequent years. The backlog since 1976, which has coincided with an 
increasing shortage of foreign exchange, means the problem has still not 
been solved.

PRESIDENT INSPECTS OPVN STOCKS 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 4 Feb 80 p 3 


[Excerpt] The chairman of the Supreme Military Council, Head of State 
Colonel Seyni Kountche paid a visit last Saturday to the warehouses of 

the OPVN [Office des Produits Vivriers du Niger, Niger Office of Food Pro- 
ducts] on the road to Torodi, the one in Gamkale and the one located on 
the road to Ouallam, in order to get an idea of the commodities in stock 
situation. 


At the present time, OPVN has in store 2,850 tons of rice, 1,707,721 tons 
of millet, 3,444 tons of sorghum, 235,600 tons of wheat, 60,810 tons of 
powder milk, and 60,810 tons of Sotramil flour. The office is awaiting 
17,000 tons of rice coming from Cotonou Port, 3,000 tons of sorghum of 
which 1,500 tons have already been received coming from Zinder and Maradi, 
and 3,000 tons of wheat. 


During his visit the head of state asked that the responsible persons at 
OPVN set up and implement the program of distribution of commodities start- 
ing from the commercialized stocks of the various centers. The president 
also asked that they take more precaution in the warehousing of commodities 
and that they fight effectively against the rats.

WELL DIGGING, IRRIGATLON PROJECTS NOTED 
Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 25 Feb 80 p 58 
[Article: "Niger: The Hope of Kandadji") 


[Text] The government of President Kountche is as interested in water as 
other governments are in petroleum, 


A Saharan country, Niger receives an annual rainfall everywhere less than 
800 mm. Except for the Niger River and Lake Chad, Niger has no plentiful 
and permanent surface water resources. The pools that develop during winter 
last for only a few weeks. During a drought conditions easily become tragic. 


However, the subsoil over nearly the entire length of the territory abounds 
with water. All one has to do is go looking for it. This is the mission of 
OFEDES (Bureau of Subsoil Water), a state organization created in 1963. 
OFEDES is responsible for drilling in rural and countryside areas, for 
maintenance of these wells, for creating distribution networks for drinkable 
water at secondary sites. Since its establishment, OFEDES has consolidated 
4,590 wells and its capacity today is about 500 stations a year. 


To handle its job OFEDES has 1,100 employees divided among 11 branches covering 
the whole country. It has about 50 large trucks, tractor-trailers, boring 
machines, tank trucks and about 40 light vehicles for inspection assignments. 
The government calculates that between 1,800 and 1,900 wells would have to 

be drilled. They will be included in the 5-year plan. 


Hydro-agricultural management inevitably demands more powerful methods, because 
at this time every harvest is a bet whose outcome is never known. Although 

the food shortage in Niger improved from 200,000 to 30,000 tons between 1976 
and 1979, it still exists. The government's goal--to attain self-sufficiency 
in food--requires large investments. 


Taking into account the most unfavorable aspects, the agricultural produc- 
tivity projects tend toward improving traditional production by introducing 
simple and profitable technical concepts: seed selection, treatment of 
seeds to guarantee a better crop, following the almanac, introduction of 
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mechanized tillage as well as of fertilizer, Regarding irrigated tillage 
areas, 5,000 hectares have already been improved, Fifty thousand others 
will be irrigated when the Kandadji dam has been built on the Niger River, 
and in the foreseeable future it should be possible to attain 150,000 
irrigated hectares. 


In 1978 agricultural production was improved to achieve the level of the best 
years before the drought. Above and below Niamey the Niger valley is today 
bordered by a string of "perimeters" with a total tilled surface of 4,152 
hectares irrigated by pumping stations. The results achieved (Niamey's 
yearly consumption is guaranteed from now on) seem increasingly encouraging. 
But we can foresee that the food battle (and therefore the water battle) 

will really be won only when the large water power projects are functioning. 
The one in Birni N"Konni, known as the "Konni project," requires the building 
of two dams (Zongo and Mosague) with a respective capacity of 10 and 30 
million cubic meters. 


The water reservoir extends over 25 km and allows about 20 villages (25,000 
persons) to exercise new tillage over nearly 4,000 irrigated hectares. The 
project's cost is nearly 8 billion francs CFA, but Konni will make it possible 
to produce 3,000 tons of sorghum, 6,000 tons of cotton, 500 tons of tobacco 
and 18,000 tons of onions for a total of 800 million francs CFA. The irrigated 
surface in Konni accounts for 70 percent of presently irrigated surfaces in 
Niger. Even more ambitious is the Kandadji dam project. Kandadji, above 
Niamey on the Niger River, is an immense valley that the government has 
decided to irrigate in response to the people's needs. The Kandadji plan 

is to build a dam capable of stocking 10 billion cubic meters of water. 

The irrigated surface will then make possible, with twice yearly tillage, 

a theoretical production of 700,000 tons of grain. Let us remember that the 
country's regular production at the present time is 1,300,000 tons and that 
the needs for the end of the century are calculated at 2,400,000 tons. 


Studies in progress deal with the advisability of developing the project to 
bring the dam to a level that would allow it to produce enough electricity to 
feed western Niger. 


The maximum choice would add the possibility of regularizing the flow of the 
river, which would then become navigable in all seasons. Whatever solution is 
kept, agriculture, cattle raising and fishing will all develop around the 
reservoir, in any case in Niger and in Mali, as in Upper Volta where dried 

up valleys will be irrigated. 


The cost of the operations, revised upward, is estimated at 80/90 billion 
francs CFA. International aid will be necessary, but Niger's authorities 
are confident: the majority of friendly countries have promised their support.

GOVERNMENT SAID TO HAVE LOST HEAD DURING RIOT

[Text] Ziguinchor. The lively county seat of Casamance has had its "black 
Friday."' Certainly it was not a bloodbath. Just a death. But a death that 
creates a problem in an area that regards itself--rightly or wrongly--as 
"unloved." Ziguinchor has dressed its wounds, regained its gentle calm, in 
a picture of soaring palm trees that seem to defy nature and time. Only the 
burned wreck of the main building of the Djola Hotel, set on fire not by the 
would-be "Moustapha Lo" commandos of Mr Ahmed Khalifa Niasse, but by several 
hundred students and in the middle of the day, and the skeleton of the 504 
yellowed by fire of the town's mayor testify to the violence of the events 
that have shaken the small town. A violence that spread like a bush fire to 
other towns in the region: Bignona, Oussouye, Kolda...In Ziguinchor it is 
not forgotten... 


Monday, 7 January: Three teachers from the Djignabo state high school, 
members of the Sole Democratic Trade Union of Senegalese Teachers (SUDES), 
one of them a young woman, were kidnaped at night by a group of unidentified 
individuals. Made to board a covered van by force by their kidnappers, they 
were led into the bush, their hands tied and eyes blindfolded. For several 
hours they underwent serious physical punishment before being brought back 
and abandoned on the outskirts of the town. A complaint has been lodged 
against X. Even more than by the violence they suffered, the young people 
were disturbed by what they term a "serious precedent" in the history of 
independent Senegal. In fact that is the first time that individuals appar- 
ently guaranteed impunity have engaged in a political kidnapping followed 

by torture. "It still is not the Brazilian death squad, sadly remembered," 
acknowledges one of the teachers, “but these methods are unpardonable." 


This incident is certainly intolerable, which has very much roused the centers 
of opposition in Dakar. "That the authorities have not condemned this 
aggression of which we were victims is serious, quite serious," asserts 

Cisse, the regional union leader. And it is surely not the call issued by 
President Senghor to his party's members to invite them to "help" the forces 
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of order to “combat violence” that will disperse this uneasiness. Moreover, 
specific charges have been issued against the regional leaders of the party 
in power, who at the time of several meetings held in the youth center and 
at the Rex movie house had made threats against SUDES members, accused of 
being behind the student strike set in motion on 20 December, 


Friday, 11 January: a real state of siege in Ziguinchor, where the day before 
substantial police and military police had arrived. The forces of order 

step in to break up the mobs, inciting the students’ anger. Soon a real riot 
breaks out. The crowd of young demonstrators, enlarged by several dozen 
idlers, attacks drivers. Cars are burned and persons attacked. Barricades 
are erected. A group of teenagers, bustling around a big wood fire intended 
to block the road to the police, is surprised by a squad of "cops." Suddenly 
shots explode. The youths scatter like sparrows, leaving on the ground 
Idrissa Sagna. Struck by a bullet right in the forehead, the unlucky youth 
will not get up again. The rage reaches its boiling point. The headmaster's 
house, the car and villa of Ziguinchor's deputy mayor, Abdoulaye Sy, the 

Diola Hotel as well as several cars belonging to individuals are the prey 

of flames. Rioters are arrested. The women decide to go down into the street 
to demand their release. This is granted to them. The women also obtain the 
departure of the headmaster, Mr Sow, who leaves town at 1600 in a military 
plane, which barely avoids a fire set on the runway by the students, who are 
excited by strong hatred. 


Originally a simple "food" strike, intended to draw the authorities’ attention 
to the boarding school's wretched condition, to the lack of learning materials 
and medicine, the Ziguinchor movement has emerged as a genuine national catas- 
trophy. This is one time that the "rebellion" came from the inside, from the 
south. A little bit of composure and tact would have helped the local authori- 
ties to avoid a bloody confrontation. But it certainly seems reason deserted 
the "Casa" that 11 January afternoon.

FINANCIAL, POLITICAL SITUATION SEEN AS TROUBLING

Rouse Senegal" } 


[Text] A substantial police unit is regulating--or disturbing--car circula- 
tion in Independence Square in Dakar. The siren of a police vehicle rises 
from nowhere. Orders yelled to men in khaki. Shrill whistles from the overly 
enthusiastic alkati who order drivers to brake point-blank...The sight of 
the black limosine of the Senegalese chief of state, who is returning from 
an official visit to Guinea-Bissau seems to reassure a group of Italian 
tourists obviously curious about this somewhat unusual excitement. The 
presidential motorcade having passed, the police release the clamorous flood 
of cars and all types of vehicles flow over the Avenue Roume. The square 
regains its usual liveliness. Beggars, bootblacks, sellers of African "art" 
objects and tourists resume their rounds under the half-amused, half-ironic 
gaze of the unavoidable idlers. The varied and multicolored crowd goes back 
to its "business," without hurrying. A society where people do not take 
their time and that is running toward disaster. 


"Disaster? We have avoided it, thank God," exclaims my taxi driver. "If, 

by accident they (the forces of order) had shot at the kids as at Ziguinchor, 
I wonder what would have happened." And the “family man" coping with price 
increases--oil, sugar, bread, transportation--the scarcities of rice, the 
/badolo/ (the ordinary man) denouncing the embezzlements of public revenues, 
nepotism, corruption...Nevertheless, nothing justifies violence in men's eyes. 
Even the wish for change which, he asserts, is great among the Senegalese. 
Inconsistent aspects of the Senegalese character, marked at the same time by 
liking for order and stability and by sudden pang for change, for movement. 
In a country where people love words, debate and theories and where they 
dread disorder and above all violence, the incidents in Casamance, southern 
region of Senegal, and the school and student distrubances which they have 
created have had a substantial effect, and have worried everyone. Let us 
start with the authorities. 


"The hidden-member opposition is planning to take power through the use of 
violence," states the Senegalese chief of state, who accuses the opposition, 
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"all persuasions and cliques mixed together" of being behind the incidents. 
Even the Senegalese Democratic Party of Abdoulaye Wade, whose respect for 

the law President Senghor often praises, is not spared, and is accused of 
"giving a boost to" the hidden=-member opposition (to be understood as the 
unacknowledged opposition). For the general secretary of the party in power, 
the Socialist Party, it is a matter of a real test of authority. "I was 
aware of it since the end of last year," he disclosed to the members gathered 
together in "national council" last 27 January in the impressive hall of the 
party's headquarters in Dakar. "More than in the past," Bara Diouf, manager 
of the National daily LE SOLEIL had gone one better, "the party must be 
watchful and on a war footing to protect the government's undeniable accom- 
plishments..." And the leaders of the Socialist Party ordering the "mobili- 
zation" of all their members and inviting the "vigilance committees" to help 
the forces of order to "combat violence." Then followed a bombardment of 
warnings and very specific threats against those "thirsting for power." 
Rarely had the big guns of the Socialist Party thundered as strongly against 
an opposition which, according to President Senghor, "has awakened." 


"We are never asleep," Wade affirms. Jeering: "I think that rather it is 
the Socialist Party that has awakened with a start to discover that the 
country had changed. The soft comfort of power anesthetizes."' More serious: 
"There is a certain rudeness in accusing the opposition of being behind the 
students’ strike. The Senegalese Democratic Party is a serious and respon- 
sible organization that deeply loathes taking refuge behind students' food 
demands to instigate trouble. We will achieve power democratically and 
legally. Through the will of the Senegalese people." 


The PDS leader believes the Socialist Party has lost its composure. "Supported 
in its conservatism," he states, "it did not know how to estimate the true 
significance of a total problem that was minor for it, to supply a satisfying 
solution. Genuine authority is based on dialog. There had not been a dialog 
at least at the beginning with the high school students of Ziguinchor." It 
seems, in fact, that, notified since 20 December of the outbreak of a strike 

in the Djignabo high school in Ziguinchor, the authorities let the situation 
deteriorate and result in, on 11 January, the death of a 14 year old youth, 
Idrissa Sagna, killed during a confrontation with the local police strengthened 
by units from the capital. 


But power succeeded quite skillfully in limiting the start of a calamity that 
had, somewhat too quickly, called to mind a "May '68" type of outbreak, by 
accepting the majority of the Ziguinchor students’ demands and by actually 
freeing from blame the SUDES, which was accused at the beginning of being 
behind the students of the southern capital. Three of their members had 

been kidnaped and tortured by individuals suspected of belonging to the PS. 
Moreover, this incident had not prevented the PS from dealing severely with 

"a certain number of adults" who joined the young rioters. In the name of 
this same "firmness," of which Senghor seems to have made a sacred rule, that 
they arrested Boubacar Diop, the bustling and colorful manager of the magazine 
PROMOTION, convicted several times for defamation, accused of "spreading false 
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information," and a dozen persons involved in introducing into and distributing 


in Senegal several thousand casettes containing a genuine call for uprising 
issued from Paris by Ahmed Khalifa Niasse, the "ayatollah" of Kaolack. 


The incidents of January already seem far away. The emotions caused by the 
death of young Sagna are forgotten; the uneasiness resulting from hot days 

in Dakar is dissipated; the frustrations caused by accumulated dissatisfactions 
are repressed, to the point that...rice is in the spotlight. 


Rumors of an approaching price increase in the precious grain, after those 
having affected peanut oil (+ 20 percent), sugar (+ 15 percent), and bread 

(+ 60 percent) really driving the Senegalese crazy and reminding them of the 
new year's warning: "1980 could be worse (editor's note: compared with 

1979) for an underdeveloped country such as we." The uproar of price increases, 
which envelops the drone of daily life, denotes the application of a policy 

of truthfulness in prices (progressive reduction of aid to consumption) which, 
along with diminution of an increase in public expenditures (too great in 
relation to the country's potential), decrease in the growth of credit, better 
management of state companies, diminution of the wage pool (freezing of income), 
should help to resolve a crisis, which, in the opinion of Jacques de Larosiere, 
administrator of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) is "too serious to be 
able to continue.” 


President Leopold Sedar Senghor who, at the beginning of the year, invited 
the Senegalese to “unite on the main points to take up the challenges imposed 
on us by an unfavorable environment and international circumstances over 
which we have no power," believes that hope "is shining on the horizon for 
1985."" This year the program for economic and financial rectification in 

the middle run should basically result in renewed soundness of public finances. 
The balance of payments will have to sow a surplus set at 8 billion francs 
CFA a year against a deficit of about 19 billion francs CFA in 1979. Ina 
general way the aims of the program, once attained, should correct the joint 
effects of the petroleum price rise (40.2 billion francs CFA was the oil bill 
for 1980), the deterioration in exchange rates--nearly 10 percent between 
1974 and 1979--in addition to bad harvests, inflation and the state's rising 
standard of living without general care taken of the country's resources. In 
this last budget area a reduction is projected of 7 billion francs CFA, 
similarly to an increase in customs duties. 


In the meantime, conditions are far from flourishing. The present level of 
the public treasury does not any longer allow financing of new investments. 
Harvests estimates for the agricultural campaign elapsed are 650,000 tons of 
peanuts against nearly 1 million tons in 1978-1979 and 496,000 tons of millet 
against 600,000 for the same period. The grain shortage is also serious, 
reaching nearly 280,000 tons. Government measures against bad payers (the 
cooperative members who have not met a debt repayment interest rate fixed by 
the state) are largely responsible for this decline in production. 
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But according to Prime Minister Abdou Diouf, economic and financial recovery 
efforts should be accompanied by a genuine "campaign for restoring to health 
attitudes and behavior." In a notable talk before the National Assembly 

last 19 December, the Senegalese Government chief castigated the "new merchants 
in the temple." Calling for the moralization of Senegalese society, Diouf 
denounced "the laziness, the life of pleasure, the negligence and the waste 
that are the most visible indications of a society that cheats and is falling 
into slothfulness." 


His appeal seems to have had few echoes. In fact, less than 1 month later a 
certain marriage in the Moslem quarter was a topic of conversation for the 
press. The guests had devoured more than a dozen oxen and distributed several 
million francs CFA to the griots (strolling poets). 


In this area Abdou Diouf's task thus risks being especially difficult. And 

it is not the government officials who will make it easy for him and who pass, 
at least for the man in the street, as the organizers of the famous khaware 
(Senegalese orgies). At this moment the country resembles an island lost 

in an enormous river of anxiety, and the water is always rising.

AHMED NIASSE DISCUSSES POLITICAL, RELIGIOUS VIEWS 
Riyadh AL-RIYADH in Arabic 21 Feb 80 p 18 


[Article: "Head of the Islamic Party in Senegal: 'Saudi Arabia Is the 
Focal Point of Moslems Everywhere; Total Membership of Our Moslem Party 
Is 300,000’'")} 


[Text] Shaykh Ahmed Khalifa Niasse, the leader of Senegal's Islamic Party 
who recently visited Saudi Arabia, is in charge of five local newspapers 
in Senegal. These are published in several languages, the most important 
of which is Arabic. The name of Niasse's newspaper organization is Allah 
Akbar [God Is Most Great]. 


Ahmed Niasse is a graduate of the Tunisian University, holds a masters degree 
in law from the University of Paris, and is fluent in Arabic, English, French 
and, of course, the Senegalese language. 


Senegal and Its Arab and Islamic Link 


Mr Niasse began by discussing the history of Senegal, which is linked to 
Arab and Islamic history. Concerning this matter, he said: 


"The history cf Senegal is closely linked to the Arab and Islamic worlds in 
terms of history, since it was once part of the Islamic Mali and Songhai 
Empires. As is generally known, the Almoravides originally went out from 
the Senegal River area and reached as far as Spain and southern France. 
They formed the Almoravides state which extended from Senegal to Andalusia 
across the western Sahara and Morocco. Today 95 percent of Senegal's 
population are Moslems." 


French Colonialism and Its Battle Against Islam 


"French colonialism oppressed us for 300 years and fought against the 
application of Islamic law, allowing jurisdiction based on the Sharia to 
extend only to the private affairs of Moslems, such as marriage, divorce 
and so forth. When colonialism established the present government, it even 
eliminated this jurisdiction of the Sharia and established the "law of 
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civil affairs," which does not conform to the most elementary Islamic 
principles. By way of example, this law makes men and women equal with 
regard to inheritance, and gives women the right to marry and obtain divorces 
on their own. 


Our System Permits Multiple Parties; We Have Great Hopes of Success 


"Our system permits multiple parties. The parties which exist at present 
are the ruling "Socialist" Party and the Communist Party, and we are cur- 
rently at the stage of establishing and building our Islamic Party, which 
will be announced in several months, God willing. The Islamic Party intends 
to establish an Islamic state in which legal decisions are based on the 
Islamic law, if we win in the upcoming elections by the grace of God. We 
have great hope of winning because our resources are 95 percent of the 
population, all of whom support us and will stay behind us, God willing. 


"As a point of information, the Communist Party failed to win even one seat 
in Parliament and did not receive any votes from the electors in the recent 
elections. 


Total Party Membership of 300,000 


"As of this point, our party consists of 300,000 members who hold special 
membership cards and pay nominal fees which go toward the party budget. 


"We frequently hold educational seminars for these members, and visit them 
in the villages and outlying areas, in order to obtain additional votes and 
inform them of the party's goals and aims. 


"Up to this point, I can affirm that we do not receive any support or 
funding from any Islamic authority whatsoever. We rely totally on our 
domestic receipts. Through them we are able to publish five newspapers 
distributed locally in several languages, namely Arabic, English, French 
and Senegalese. We named our press firm "Allah Akbar." The newspaper 
published in Arabic is called AL-MUSTA'RIB [THE ARABIST]." 


Saudi Arabia Is the Focal Point of All Moslems 
Concerning the way the Moslems in Senegal view Saudi Arabia, Mr Niasse says: 


"Saudi Arabia is the mother of Moslems everywhere. On its holy ground stands 
the focus of attention of Moslems the whole world over, and no one can be 
ignorant of the kingdom's leadership role in the Islamic world and its 
constant support for Moslems in all parts of the earth. 


"I take this opportunity to offer on my own behalf and on behalf of all 

Moslems in Senegal our many thanks to Saudi Arabia for its assistance to 
Senegalese pilgrims, and its dedication to offering them the best services 

and providing them with the highest standards of comfort and east. We thank 
Saudi Arabia for this even though this is not unusual for this kingdom 

which offers its prodigious se: vices to pilgrims every year without any 
compensation and with a dedication that is constantly and perpetually renewed."

[Text] Yesterday, opening the National Days of Reflection on 
Renewable Energy, organized jointly by the IUT [University 
Institute of Technology] and the Association of african 
Engineers and Technicians, Mr Abdou Diouf affirmed the deter- 
mination of the Senegalese government to continue the develop- 
ment of renewable energy, in order to reduce our dependence on 
oil, the price of which will soon reach an alarming level, 


He stated that the Senegalese government will make every effort 
to see that t..2se days become the starting point for a broaden- 
ed reflection, on a national level, a reflection which all 
Senegalese leaders will be invited to participate in, For, 
once it is develoved, solar energy will be a considerable fac- 
tor in the advancement of our rural areas, 


Earlier, the director of the IUT and the president of the 

AITA [Association of African Engineers and Technicians] em- 
phasized the need to conserve energy and the importance of the 
development of solar energy, in order to solve the problems 

of the rural areas, 


Senegal, in any case, is committed to bringing together "the 
indispensable decision-making bodies in order to have the 
systematic development of solar energy" in this country, 


Ministers, Ambassadors, Professors, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Students, 


The decade which has just ended has seen our country, year by 
year, month by month, even week by week, faced with a constant- 
ly rising "oil bill," And the share of our national product 
devoted to the purchase of oil products indispensable to our 
economy has grown at an alarming rate, 
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Energy has become the "magic word" in any Goveleqnent process 
and it is undentable that the present world crisis, along with 
the peers of drought we have experienced, has mortgaged sub- 
stantially our development in the industrial area, as well as 
in the rural sector, Furthermore, wo must realize that the 
coming years, which offer much hope, certainly, because they 
will see us direct the development and exploitation of our own 
energy resources (oil from Casamance, the dams at Diama and 
Manatali,,.), will nevertheless be difficult and will have to 
bo met with much courage, determination and imagination, 


The development plans which we had in the 1970's and which 
assumed a steady and reliable energy base, with costs which 
if not moderate, were at least affordable, had to be revised 
and are, indeed, being constantly modified, in direct response 
to the growth of our own economy and to the international 
economic situation, 


The energy crisis, which affects the industrialized countries 
as well as the developing countries, made us keenly aware that, 
on the one hand, oil resources were not unlimited and that in 
addition, even when available, oil was tending to become pro- 
hibitively priced, 


Aware of these facts, and following an already tested plan, 
the scientific and technical communities of many countries, at 
the urging of their worried governments, tried to respond to 
the challenge of energy dependence, 


A major commitment in both men and materiel has been made to 
confront the situation and undertake research aimed at the 
control and exploitation of substitute national energy supplies, 
such as solar, wind and biomass energy... Those initiatives 
merely continued the pioneer efforts wh'ch were begun several 
years ago in Senegal, 


Important results were quickly obtained, Will they fulfill 
the promise of further development? Solar energy, although 
no longer in its infancy, has not yet reached its maturity, 
not all the possibilities have been explored, Scientific 
and technical innovations in the future will have to have a 
considerable influence on costs, Enormous hopes are being 
raised for our peasants, because the Sahel areas constitute 
in many respects a prime field for the application of this 
type of energy. 











Therefore, after having been for centuries and, in particular, 
in recent years, a synonym for desolation, can the sun become 
for our country the natural national resource that will last 
for as long as human history? These bright prospects must not 
lead us to an excess of optimism, because renewable energy 
resourves are not a panacea, but they can and must constitute 
a "decisive force" in the changes taking place in our rural 
areas, 


The possibilities offered by these renewable sources of energy 
are not restricted merely to agricultural and livestock produc- 
tion,,,but must embrace a broader range in order to bring to 
the rural population an improvement in their dally life, on the 
family level (lighting, refrigeration,,,) as well as on the 
collective level (dispensaries, schools,,,), We must pay more 
attention to developing technologies and it 1s important that 
we do this on our own, The means must be conceived and achieved, 
taking into consideration the reality of the rural setting, for 
arriving at a technology adapted to the circumstances, leaning 
neither too far in the direction of hypersophistication, nor 

in the direction of second rate technology, 


In addition, these renewable energy resources, in particular 
solar energy, whose natural characteristic is to be decentral- 
ized and therefore present where it is needed, are much more 
able to induce a harmonious development with our peasant popu- 
lation than conventional energy sources, This availability 
ought to favor an endogenous development, respecting both 

man and nature, Thus we will find ourselves provided with new 
weapons which without any doubt will be better suited to our 
struggle for development, 


Our country has constituted for several years a prime area for 
on site experimentation, solr pumps have existed for several 
years now, Projects with broader scope are being carried out 
in Bakel, Diakhao,,, We will have to learn ourselves how to 
benefit from these experiments in order to define a realistic 
policy on the use of renewable energy sources on the national 
level, That policy is, a priori, affected by two kinds of 
factors: 


--on the one hand external: linked to a kind of scientific 
and technical dependence, the existence of which it would be 
unrealistic to deny, The carrying out of certain basic pro- 
jects, that only a few countries have the means to carry out 
with a good chance of success and their use on a wide scale; 
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--on the other hand, internal: stemming from our own capacity 
in this country, working from accurate information, to plan 
for and organize our own energy future, 


As for this last point, we must make sure that errors due to 
programming or objective do not arise from too hasty a utlliza- 
tion of solar energy or from a solar energy policy which is 
inadequate because of a lack of care or the necessary informa- 
tion, 


Certainly, we must remember that Senegal was a ploneer in the 
solar energy field and that one of the first, if not the first, 
systems for pumping water out of mines by means of solar energy 
was conceived and developed in Senegal, by Dean Henri Masson, 
the first director of the IUT, 


Therefore it has become indispensable to gather and define 
the elements of the indispensable decisions on the rational 
utilization of solar energy, This assumes not only a better 
knowledge of the "Sun and wind resource," but at the same 
time we must proceed in the rural zones to: 


--the qualitative and quantitative inventory of the energy 
needs in the different sectors of activity as well as their 
interdependence; 





--the study of the way to introduce and evaluate the conse- 
quences of the utilization of these sources of energy on the 
social and economic life of these populations; 


-=the economic analysis of the duality: scale economy-energy 
economy; 


--the training of men able to control these new techniques 
within the existing structures for training and research; 


--the definition of the means for the exploitation and the 
maintenance of the installations; 


--finally, the determination of the capacity of our country to 
produce industrially and locally assemblies and sub-assemblies 
for the equipment necessary to transform solar energy into 
directly useable energy (mechanical, electrical,..). 


An ambitious program,obviously, but not an exhaustive one 


which should not be the concern of only a few men, but rather 
woich should mobilize the maximum amount of expertise, 
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Therefore I thank the Association of African Engineers and 
Technictans and the University Institute of Technology for 
organizing these National Days for Reflection on Renewable 
Energy Sources, 


My government will make every effort to insure that this 
meeting becomes the point of departure for broader thinking 
on a national scale, te in which we will see involved 
those working in the ministries and in the semi-public and 
private sectors and those conducting research in the various 
centers and in the University, 


I declare open the National Days for Reflection on Renewable 
Energy Sources,

FIRST PHASE OF BUSINESS ALLOCATIONS COMPLETED 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 12 Mar 80 p 8 


[Text] The first phase of business allocations in the country is over. 
The chairman for the National Renting and Allocation Board, Mr Bernard 
Buzabo told the NCC yesterday that allocations for Kampala area had been 
finalized. 


Buzabo said the exercise had been tedious. He said 49 percent of applicants 
for premises in the city came from the central area, 32 percent from Western 
Uganda, 11 from the north and only 8 from the east. He disclosed that the 
allocation had not followed this pattern, though it will be near that." 


He said the board had been pressurized by government departments, companies 
and individuals. But the allocations were made without fear or favor. 


He denounced people and firms which had sent memoranda to his board and the 
press. "Such people cannot defend themselves." 


Buzabo accused some businessmen whom he said had as many as four shops. In 
such cases, when one of their shops was allocated to someone else, they 
complained. He said others posed as Adam Juma or Nassur to claim businesses 
while some used company names to argue their cases, though they had no 
qualifications to run the business. 


He said there were non Ugandans aspiring to get businesses. He gave them 
no chance. He assured occupant: of lawfully acquired business that theirs 
would not be reallocated. 


District committees were already working in areas where they had already 
been elected. He appealed to members from their areas to ayoid complaints. 


Buzabo who said allocation certificates were being signed, was optimistic 
business life would soon return to the city and towns.

RAIL TRANSPORT STATISTICS--Lubumbashi, 31 Mar (AZAP)--According to the 
statistical report of the commercial sector of the SNCZ (Zairian 
National Railroad Company), the company transported 1,348,348 passen- 
gers, 2,214,614 tons of mining products, 272,504 tons of agricultural 
products and 885,470 tons of various goods in 1979. In 1978 it trans- 
ported 1,198,609 passengers, 2,296,331 tons of mining products, 295,516 
tons of agricultural products and 883,474 tons of diverse goods. The 
fall in tonnage in 1979 was due to the difficult situation the company 
had to face owing to lack of spare parts and difficulties in obtaining 
fuel supply.

OIL PRODUCTION--Kinshasa, 4 Apr (AZAP)--The recoverable crude oil 
reserves of the Zaire Gulf Oil and ZAIREP companies are estimated at 
73.82 million barrels, according to a publication of the Department of 
Mines. Zaire Gulf has 60 million barrels and ZAIREP 13.82 million. 

As for the level of production for this year (1980), it [is] 25,000 
barrels per day for Zaire Gulf and 2,000 barrels for ZAIREP. Produc- 
tion forecasts for the year 1980 and beyond put forward a minimum 
figure of 9.125 million barrels per year (in other words, 1.15 million 
tons) for Zaire Gulf and 730,000 barrels (100,000 tons) for ZAIREP. 
Petroleum is one of the principal export products of Zaire. With 
earnings of 88.974 million zaires in 1977, it occupied third place on 
the list of mineral products (after copper and cobalt), which repre- 
sented 12 percent of the proceeds from the country's mineral exports. 
With 76.174 million zaire earnings in 1978, petroleum, overtaken by 
diamonds, had to be content with fourth place. At the end of September, 
that is, after the third quarter of the year, petroleum had earned 83 
million zaires.
